The Lino Officers of the Crown and Dr. Deane to Earl Granville.—(Received September 1.) 

My Lord, Temple, August , 18S2. 

WE wove honoured with your Lordship’s commands signified in Sir Julian 
Pauncefote’s letter of the 21st instant, stating that, with reference to our lteport of 
the 11th instant, in regard to the steps to he taken to prevent the landing of munitions 
of war and coal at ports on the Egyptian coast in the possession of the rebels, against 
the authority of the lvhedive, he was directed by your Lordship to transmit to us a 
Proclamation on the subject which, at the instance of Sir E. Malet, had been issued by 
the Khedive, together with a letter from the Admiralty inquiring whether any 
particular instructions should he given to the Commander-in-chief in the Mediterranean 
as to the manner in which lie was to deal with ships attempting to land coal or 
munitions of war. 

That your Lordship proposed to inform the Admiralty, in reply, that the proper 
course to pursue would he to inspect the manifest ol‘ vessels entering the territorial 
waters, searching them, if necessary, for coal or munitions of war, and that those which 
carried any prohibited articles should he warned off, and, in the event of their persisting 
in making for an Egyptian port, that they should he seized while in the territorial 
waters and taken to Alexandria, there to he dealt with hv the competent authorities. 

That Sir Julian Pauneefote was to request us to report to your Lordship, at our 
earliest convenience, whether we concurred in the terms of the proposed instructions.

Till] Sultan yesterday sent Sa'id Pasha and Rescind Eey to Lord Dutfcriu with 
following proposals;— 

His Majesty having heard that his attitude had engendered suspicion in t.lio mind 
of the English people, lie was prepared to take any step to remove our misgivings. If 
only Her Majesty's Government would allow his troops to land at Alexandria under 
the* conditions already named, instead of sending 5,000 men he would reduce the

number to 1,000 or 2,000. General Balter should go as second in command, and, in 
addition, should he given equal authority with Dervish Pasha, the Commander-in- 
chief, to dispose of the troops in accordance with the wishes of the English Com¬ 
mander. The troops themselves should he as much under the control of the English 
Generals as in the Crimea. General Baker should take with him as many English 
officers as he might desire to. Furthermore, the Sultan was prepared from henceforth 
to enter into the closest friendship with England, to discharge from about his person 
and service all those who had hitherto stood in the way of a good understanding, and 
he concluded by acknowledging that he had been wrong in doubting her friendship 
and assuming so reserved an attitude towards her. 

The foregoing assurance was conveyed to Lord Dufferin by the Foreign Minister 
in conjunction with one from the Sultan’s personal familiars, so that it represents 
the united conclusions of the Porte and the Palace. 

The Sultan also promised to do everything we desired in regard to the Proclama¬ 
tion, and to insure an altered tone in the press.

The Secretary to the Admiralty to Sir J. Paunccfotc.—(Received September 1.) 

Sir, Admiralty, September 1, 1882. 

I AM commanded by my Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty to request that 
you will state to Earl Granville that they observed in the “ Standard” newspaper of 
the 25th ultimo a telegraphic report from the correspondent of that journal at Isma'ilia 
of a conversation with INI. Victor dc Lesscps, of which the inclosed is a copy. 

2. Although their Lordships do not usually take notice of the reports which arc 
circulated through the press, and they do not attach very much importance to the 
repetition of a conversation, such repetitions not usually being trustworthy, they 
thought it desirable, bearing in mind the importance they attach to the maintenance 
of friendly relations with M. Ferdinand de Lesseps and the staff of the Suez Canal 
Company, to repeat the telegraphic report to Admiral Sir Beauchamp Seymour, the 
Commander-in-chief of Her Majesty’s naval forces in the Mediterranean, who is now 
at Isma'ilia. and request him to report by telegraph the circumstances of the occupa¬ 
tion of that place on the 20th ultimo. 

3. Their Lordships received bis reply on the 30th ultimo, and they have since 
received the despatches of Captain Fitzroy, B.N., commanding Iler Majesty’s ship 
“ Orion,” and Captain Stephenson, B.N., C.B., commanding Her Majesty’s ship 
“ Carysfort,” who were engaged in the occupation of Isma'ilia on the 20th ultimo. 
From these reports they are able to give the following account of the occurrences of 
that day: Isma'ilia was garrisoned by rebel troops; guards were placed at the lock, 
the Governor’s house, and the Arab town. The lock was surrounded by a party under 
Commander Kane, ll.N. The guard fired and wounded that officer slightly. Their 
fire was returned, and it is believed that it was hero that a brother of one of the 
employes of the Canal was unfortunately wounded, who died on the 29th ultimo in the 
British hospital. The guard at the Governor’s bouse laid down their arms. The Arab 
town was occupied by Captain Stephenson; the guard retreated and were fired upon, 
and two men killed. A few rounds of shell were also fired from the ships at the guard¬ 
houses in the Arab town. 

4. Sir Beauchamp Seymour also reports that he saw on the 21st ultimo many 
women on board the Spanish ship “Carmen;” that lie Avas told by the Captains that 
they took refuge on board of her and the Austrian ship “ Albatross ” on the 20th. It 
appears that Captain Fitzroy permitted tAvo large canal-boats to be used for their 
embarkation, although he did not consider it consistent Avith his duty to alloAV Canal 
officers to leave Ismai'lia. 

5. My Lords Avould suggest to Earl Granville the advisability of communicating a 



copy of this letter to the British Directors of the Suez Canal Company, in order that 
they may be put in possession of the facts of the case, for my Lords AA'ould greatly 
regret if it were supposed that any intentional want of consideration or courtesy had 
been shown by any officers commanding Iler Majesty’s ships to M. Ferdinand de 
Lesseps, or to any of the staff of the Company. Instructions were given that the 
necessary measures were to be taken for occupying certain strategical posts on the 
Canal, by the desire and in the name of His Highness the Khedive, with the utmost 
consideration to the officers of the Company consistently Avith their success ; and my 
Lords have no reason to suppose that Her Majesty’s officers concerned have not acted 
entirely in accordance Avith these instructions.

Telegram from the “ Standard” Correspondent at Isma’ilia. 


(From the “Standard” of August 25.) 

“ M. DE LESSEPS, bis son, and a party had just returned from a ball at 3 o’clock 
in the morning. All Avas quiet, there was not an Egyptian soldier in the toAvn, and 
perfect confidence Avas felt that the war could not approach this portion of Egypt. Ou 
a sudden the stillness of the night Avas broken by a rush of armed men firing wildly in 
all directions. A gardener of M. dc Lesseps and two employes of the Company AA*ere, 
without the slightest offence on their part, shot dead. No shadoAV of opposition Avas 
anywhere offered. M. de Lesseps begged permission to send the frightened Avomcn 
and children alloat in the Company’s boats; but Captain Fitzroy, of the ‘Orion,’ 
peremptorily refused, and put sentries over our boats. The natives all lied, and avc 
arc without servants.” 

Such Avas M. Victor de Lesseps’ version of the events which attended our occupa¬ 
tion of Isma'ilia.

Earl Granville to the British Suez Canal Directors. 


Gentlemen, Foreign Office, September 1, 1882. 

I HAVE had under my consideration, in communication Avith the LaAV Officers, 
the draft of a counter-statement in regard to the neutrality of the Suez Canal, Avliich 
was inclosed in your despatch No. 29 of the 3 8th ultimo, and Avhich you proposed to 
make at the approaching meeting of the Council of the Company; and I have to state 
to you that it Avill, in the opinion of Her Majesty’s Government, be better that you 
should not pledge them to any detailed statement of their views in regard to the ques¬ 
tion of the neutrality, but that you should merely state that Her Majesty’s Government, 
do not concur in the views declared in the Resolution of tho 5th August, and that they 
desire to record their dissent therefrom. 

Your declaration should bo general with reference to the views declared in the 
Resolution, without using the words “ on tho subject of the neutrality of tho Suez 
Canal.”

Gentlemen, Foreign Office, September 1, 1882. 

WITH reference to my previous despatch of this day, I authorize you, if you see 
no objection thereto, to add to your declaration of dissent from the Resolution of the 
5th August an emphatic statement that the steps taken by and under the authority of 
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the Ruler of Egypt against his subjects who are in rebellion, and for the purpose of 
restoring order and his authority throughout his dominions, in no way touch or concern 
the question of the neutrality of the Suez Canal.

YOUR telegram No. 385 alters the situation. We are glad to bo able to meet 
present disposition of Sultan, and we are willing to receive 2,000 or even 3,000 men ; 
but the objections to Alexandria are so strong that we cannot admit it, but should 
prefer their landing in the Canal. They must provide their own commissariat. They 
must be commanded as your telegram indicates, and as much under General’s control 
as Turks were in the Crimea ; but the preliminary and immediate issue of the Procla¬ 
mation is indispensable. Sir C. Wilson will be our Commissioner, and after seeing 
Wolselcy would go at once to Constantinople or Crete, as Porte may elect.

Under altered circumstances of Porte’s hearty good-will, Wolselcy may be able to 
find work for 5,000 or 0,000 men on the Canal or at the front.

My Lord, Foreign Office, September 1, 1882. 

I HAVE received and considered your Excellency’s telegram No. 385 of the 
31st ultimo, and, in reply, I have to state that Iler Majesty’s Government are glad to 
be able to meet the present disposition of the Sultan, which alters the situation. They 
would bo willing to receive 2,000 or even 3,000 Turkish troops, but the objections to 
their disembarkation at Alexandria arc so strong that it is impossible for them to 
agree to it, and llcr Majesty’s Government would prefer that the landing should take 
place in tlie Suez Canal. 

The Turkish authorities must provide their own commissariat, and they must be 
commanded in the manner indicated in your telegram, and be as much under the 
control of the British Commander-in-chief as was the Turkish contingent in the 
Crimea. Iler Majesty’s Government also consider the preliminary and immediate 
issue of the Proclamation against Arabi as indispensable. 

Sir Charles Wilson will act as British Commissioner, and, after consultation with 
Sir Garnet Wolscley, will at once proceed to Constantinople or Crete, according as the 
Porte may prefer.

IN an interview which I had to-day with the Minister for Foreign Affairs, the 
conversation turned upon the Suez Canal, llis Excellency said that Portugal had 
Colonies which gave her an interest in the Canal, but that the protection of England 
offered the best guarantee for the safety of that highway. Portugal had no wish to 
push herself forward in any way, but when the Government heard that measures had 
been proposed for securing hereafter the safety of the Canal, and in which Spain 
and Holland were to take part, they thought that the voice of Portugal should also 
bo heard.

i AM asked to submit following to Mr. Colvin for his consideration and 
reply:— 

' “ The Controllers-General have decided, with a view to maintain the credit of 
Egypt, the interest due on the Unified Debt in October should be paid in full, and that 
in order to do so the Ottoman Bank should be drawn upon for 500,0001., which sum is 
by contract at the disposal of the Government at any time. 

“ It is, however, represented that if this fund is used to pay the interest on the 
debt there will not he sufficient money left with which to pay the Administration, 
which ought to be a first charge. It is thought that the credit of Egypt will suffer 
more severely if the salaries of public servants arc not paid than if the payment of 
the whole interest on the debt is postponed. There is enough money in hand to pay 
1 per cent, on the debt out of the 2 per ceut. due. It is feared that the same 
confusion and danger as existed in 1878 will ensue; and on the other hand it is 
thought that postponement of the coupon will be accepted as a natural sequence of 
the present state of affairs, and cause no lasting damage to the credit of Egypt.”

Sir E. Malet to Earl Granville.—(Received by telegraph , September 2.) 

(No. 500. Ext. 430.) 

My Lord, Alexandria, September 2, 1882. 

I HAVE been requested to forward the following proposition to your Lordship, 
to be submitted to Sir Auckland Colvin for his consideration and reply:— 

“ The Controllers-General, with a view to maintaining the credit of Egypt, have 
decided that the interest on the Unified Debt, duo in October next, should bo paid in 
full, and that, in order to do so, it would be necessary to draw upon the Ottoman Bank 
for the sum of 500,000/., which lies, by original contract, at the disposal of the 
Jlgyptian Government whenever it may be called for. 

“ But it is represented that if this reserve fund is exhausted iu order to pay the 
interest on the debt, there will not be sufficient funds available with Avhich to pay the 
current expenses of the Administration, which, it is submitted, ought to bo a first

charge. The non-payment of the salaries of public servants will, it is thought, deal a 
heavier blow to the credit of the country than the postponement of the full payment 
of the interest due on the Unified Debt, 1 per cent, of which, out of the 2 per cent, 
due on the half-yearly coupons, can be met out of the money which will still remain 
in hand. 

“ It is feared that any irregularity in the payment of official salaries will entail 
the same confusion, anxiety, and danger as existed in 1878, while, on the other hand, 
it is thought that the postponement of the coupon will be accepted as a natural sequel 
of the present state of affairs, and would therefore inflict no permanent damage on the 
credit of Egypt.”

Sir J. Pauncefote to the Law Officers of the Crown and Dr. Deane. 
(Confidential.) 

Gentlemen, Foreign Office , September 2, 1882. 

I HAVE the honour to transmit to you, by direction of Earl Granville, the 
accompanying letter from the English Directors of the Suez Canal Company,* setting 
forth their views as to the liability of Her Majesty’s Government to pay all the dues 
and charges imposed by the Regulations of the Company on the ordinary traffic of the 
Canal in time of peace in respect of the British ships of war, transports, soldiers, &c., 
forming part of the British expedition, which has entered and occupied the Canal as an 
act of war, performed with the authority and on behalf of the Khedive for the suppres¬ 
sion of the military revolt in Egypt. 

The British Commanders arc acting as mandatories of the Sovereign of that 
country, which is in a state of civil Avar, and the question arises Avlietlicr, as a matter 
of public laAV, the Khedive has not the right to seize and occupy the Suez Canal for 
the purposes of repelling hostilo attacks from Avitliout, or of repressing rebellion Avithin 
his territory, without incurring any legal liability towards the Company in respect of 
the duties, tolls, and charges Avhich they are empoAvered to levy on the ordinary traffic 
in time of peace. 

It is conceived that the Suez Canal Company is in no better position than any 
other public Company in Egypt avIiosc lands and property might be temporarily 
occupied and seized as an act of State by the forces of the lawful Government for 
military purposes, and that there is no precedent to support the contention that 
Government troops in times of rebellion against the constituted authorities cannot use 
roads or bridges belonging to public Companies, and Avhich are required for strategical 
purposes, Avithout paying the tolls laAvfully chargeable in time of peace on the 
ordinary passenger traffic. 

It is no doubt the practice of nations, after the restoration of order, to indemnify 
out of the public revenues all persons, Avhethcr subjects of the State or foreigners 
resident therein, avIio may have suffered losses during a rebellion, and especially those 
whose property may havo been used for the purpose of suppressing it. But such 
indemnity is not obligatory on the State, and, when granted, it is measured out in 
proportion to the injury actually suffered. 

The English Directors of the Canal Company, however, cite the Charter of the 
Company and its Regulations as being applicable as Avell to an invading army in time 
of foreign or civil Avar as to the ordinary traffic in time of peace, and they support the 
claim of the Company to levy their ordinary and extraordinary dues not only on 
British vessels of Avar, and transports forming part of the expedition, by tonnage 
measurement, but on every soldier of the occupying British force at the rate of 10 fr. 
per head. 

Lord Granville doubts Avhethcr this contention can be supported. It appears to 
his Lordship that Her Majesty’s Government should be prepared to make any 
voluntary payments to the Company to the extent of the promises Avhich may already 
have been made to them, as avcII as any future payments Avhich may seem cquitablo, 
hut that to admit any legal obligation to pay these dues and charges under the circum¬ 
stances of the case Avould Aveakcn their position as regards the right they have asserted 
to enter and occupy the Canal with or without the consent of the Company, and

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forcibly, if necessary, as an act of war performed on behalf and with the authority of 
the Khedive as lawful Sovereign. 

I am to inclose the Parliamentary Paper, “ Egypt No. 6 (1870),” containing at 
page -1* the Charter of the Company, and a copy of the Regulations of the Company, 
both of which documents are referred to in the letter of the English Directors; and I 
am to request that you will favour Lord Granville with your opinion, at your earliest 
convenience, as to whether ller Majesty's Government may properly decline to admit 
any legal liability on their part to pay the dues, tolls, and charges above-mentioned, 
and to insist on reserving for future consideration the question of any payments in 
respect thereof as one of policy and equitable adjustment as between the"Governments 
of Great Britain and Egypt and thcCanal Company.

The Earl of Dufferin to Earl Granville.—(Received September 2, 11 P.M.) 

(No. 386.) 

(Telegraphic.) Constantinople, September 2, 1882, 5 p.M. 

TIIE following is the text of the proposed Military Convention:— 

“ The army of Egypt having revolted against the authority of the Khedive as 
established under the Firmans of His Imperial Majesty the Sultan and the Treaties 
existing between the Sublime Porte and the other Powers, and Her Britannic Majesty 
having resolved, in concert with His Imperial Majesty, to suppress this rebellion and to 
re-establish order in Egypt, their said Majesties have resolved to conclude a Military 
Convention, and with this view have named as their Plenipotentiaries, namely, Her 
Britannic Majesty, &c., and His Imperial Majesty the Sultan, &c.; who, having com¬ 
municated to each other their respective full powers, found in good and due form, 
have agreed upon the following Articles :— 

“ Article I. The Imperial Ottoman Government having the intention of sending 
to Egypt a corps d’armee, fixes the total of the first division to be sent thither at from 
5,000 to 6,000 men, the arrival at the necessary number to be the subject of a subse¬ 
quent Agreement between the High Contracting Parties. 

“ Art. II. The troops forming the Ottoman expedition shall disembark at 
Aboukir. 

“ Art. TIL The Commanders-in-chief of the two corps d’armee shall agree on the 
movements and military operations of the Imperial Ottoman troops, who shall be 
exclusively under the orders of their own Commander-in-chief. 

“Art. IV. As soon as flic causes which have occasioned military measures in 
Egypt shall have ceased, the troops of both the High Contracting Parties shall evacuate 
simultaneously the country. 

“Art. V. In order to facilitate the communications between the two countries, an 
officer of rank belonging to each army shall be attached to the other. These officers 
shall be of the same rank.’ 5 

The foregoing is the full text of the Convention, as drawn up in the hand of the 
Turkish Secretary of State ready for signature. In my telegram No. 385 of the 
31st August 1 have stated exactly the propositions made to me by Said Pasha in hopes 
of imincing the British Government to allow the Sultan’s troops to pass through 
Alexandria on their way to llamleh and Aboukir. These latter proposals were not 
reduced to writing, as I did not feel authorized even to discuss them without your 
consent. I have little doubt that the Turkish Government will agree to any form of 
words in which your Lordship may wish to embody them, or to abide by tiic text 
already drawn up, provided they are given to understand that they may pass through 
Alexandria in the manner suggested.

Mr. Plunkett to Earl Granville.—(Received September 2.) 

(No. 960. Secret.) 

My Lord, Paris, September 1, 1882. 

WITH reference to my Secret despatches Nos. 954 and 955 of the day before 
yesterday, T venture to submit to your Lordship an extract from a leading article in the 
“Frangais” of the 29th ultimo, recommending the arrangement which, in the course of a 
confidential conversation with me some time ago, M. Decrais said he considered would be 
the best, viz., that the recognition by England of the state of things in Tunis should be 
the compensation to France for the acquiescence of the French Government in the 
progress of English influence in Egypt. 

This idea has been of late often alluded to in the French press, but I am not aware 
of the French Foreign Office having touched upon it except on that one occasion. 

There is, in my opinion, no doubt that this Government is beginning to realize that 
the former footing of equality in Egypt is lost; and the fact that it has been lost, mainly 
through their own fault, will not make the French easier to deal with when the final 
arrangements have to be discussed. 

M. Joubert was most vague and reserved, and would give me no clue as to what 
M. Duclerc desired ; but the idea I gathered was that he wished to learn how much France 
could count on getting from us for letting England have her own way in Egypt. 

The Republican Government is now passing through a crisis, which makes it all the 
more difficult to know how to deal with this nation at the present moment. 

Whatever line the Republic adopts will be violently attacked by the Opposition. 

On the other hand, there is the certainty that the Government must necessarily try 
some bold stroke to save its prestige, and that, if England will not give some satisfaction 
to France to glo-s over her failure in Egypt, she will, as her terror of Germany paralyzes 
her in Europe, either come to terms with Germany (but that, at this moment, seems 
improbable), or throw herself into a spirited colonial policy. 

I cannot say whether it has been, or not, with a view of reminding me of this side of 
the question; but the fact is that, within the last week, the Directors of the French 
Foreign Office have called my attention, in a quiet way, to the many smaller questions 
now pending between our two Governments, especially our threat to stop coolie emigration 
to Mauritius; our delay in granting the Exequatur to their Consul at St. John’s; the 
Newfoundland Fisheries’ question, and the Madagascar question; and on none of these 
was their language as cordial as it might have been. 

I maintained our views in each case, but without entering into much discussion, and 
the episodes have not been worth recording in separate despatches. 

Your Lordship will recollect that in his despatch No. 5, Secret, of the 3rd January, 
Lord Lyons developed his views on the probability of an increased colonial activity, and 
the dangers it might have for Great Britain. 

The language I have held to the French Foreign Office and to M. Joubert with 
regard to Hgvpt has been that we regret that the French should not have continued to 
act with us, that we did all we could to induce them to come, and that it is not our fault 
if they abstained. However, as they abstained, the position is no longer precisely the 
same as it was. That there is little use in discussing eventualities till the military opera¬ 
tions have cleared the political situation ; but that the basis ot our policy always is “ line 
amitie intime et cordiale” with France, and that there is every desire on the part ol Her 
Majesty’s Government to maintain it. 

1 have carefully avoided the use of the words “Anglo-French alliance” when speaking 
on this subject, but have said that Her Majesty’s Government desired to hold to the 
“bonne entente ” between the two Governments. 

Before closing this despatch, i think I should mention the language held to me 
confidentially by the Italian Charge d’Aflaircs, viz., that England, it she will only abandon 
France, niav have her own way in Egypt; but that, if we take franco again into 
partnership, then some of the other Powers will make difficulties unless they also are 
admitted. 

The French Foreign Office does not conceal iO hope that the Military Convention 
between Great Britain and Turkey mav yet fall through, avowing openly the reason, 
alluded to in the Earl of Dufferin’s No. 713, Confidential, of the 4th ultimo, namely, 
that her position in Algiers and Tunis makes France most desirous that mulct no form 
should the Turks obtain a fresh looting in Egypt.

I HAVE tlie honour to transmit herewith to your Lordship the full text of the 
proposed Military Convention, as drawn up in the hand of the Ottoman Secretary of 
State ready for signature. 

In my despatch No. 8G7, Confidential, of the 31st ultimo, I have stated exactly 
the propositions made to me by Said Pasha, in hopes of inducing the British Govern¬ 
ment to allow the Sultan’s troops to pass through Alexandria on their way to Bamleh 
and Ahoukir. These latter proposals were not reduced to writing, as I did not feel 
authorized even to discuss them without your Lordship’s consent. I have little doubt 
that the Ottoman Government will agree to any form of words in which your Lordship 
may Avish to embody them, or to abide by the text already drawn up, provided they 
are given to understand that they may pass through Alexandria in the manner 
suggested.

I HAVE on prexious occasions informed your Lordship of Count. Kiilnoky’s 
anxictv that the Mussulman populations should not take up the impression that there 
was a Christian crusade against them, and his language to me yesterday showed how 
seriously ho apprehended that this would be produced by a refusal by Her Majesty’s 
Government to permit a Turkish co-operation in restoring order in Eg\ pt. 

He admitted that the unfriendly and suspicious conduct of the Sultan had 
changed the situation sufficiently to account for some hesitation in admitting the 
co-operation, but he believed that the ill-consequences of refusing it would greatly 
overbalance any that need be apprehended from its acceptance. 

From all parts of Turkey the accounts appear to establish the prevalence ol more 
or less animosity among the Mussulmans towards the Christians, and their sympathies 
appear to he decidedly enlisted ou the side of Arabi Pasha, whom the\ reg.ud as being 
engaged in an attempt to free Egypt from the domination of Christian Powers, the 
declared enemies of t heir faith. _ 

Count Kalnoky would not, probably, hesitate to admit that, the Sultan, by lus 
vacillating and dubious proceedings, has done much to bring about this state of 
feeling; but its existence, he thinks, must be regarded as a tact which desenes to be 
taken into very serious consideration.

Memorandum by Sir A. Colvin. 

IN an article by Mr. W. Blunt, published in the “ Nineteenth Ccnturv Review 1, ” 
for September, under the title “The Egyptian Revolution,” there occurs a passage 
which I cannot pass unnoticed regarding certain language said to have been held by 
me to Mr. Blunt last winter. The passage alluded to begins at p. 31.0 with the words, 
“ On one of these occasions, January 31,” and ends on p. 3LI with the xvords “un¬ 
utterable misery into Egypt.” In the course of it occurs the following :— 

“ 0n ouc of these occasions, January 31, I called upon Sir Auckland Colvin, 
and had a remarkable conversation with him. I asked him what he thought of the 
political situation. He said he considered it most grave. It was evident the 
Nationalists Avere resolved upon the fall of Cherif, and, if they succeeded, he would 
have no more to do with them. He told me he had completely changed his mind 
about them. He had thought them amenable to reason, but lie found them quite 
impracticable, and he would do his best to ruin them if ever they came into office. I 
asked him how he proposed to do this, or stop a movement which he had so lately 
approx cd, but which had gone quite beyond his, or anybody’s, control—how, except 
by that very intervention wc had all along been trying to avoid. He said he had 
changed his mind about intervention, too; that he believed it now to bo necessary and 
inevitable, and that he would spare no pains to bring it about. I expostulated villi 
him, urging that intervention meant only war, and war meant only annexation, lie 
said he quite understood it in that sense. The same thing had been seen over and 
over again in India. England would never give up the footing she had got in Egypt, 
and it was useless to talk of the abstract rights and wrongs of the Egyptians. These 
would not be considered. He repeated w r hat he had said about ruining the National 
party, and added that he had made no secret of his view. 11c should xvork lor inter¬ 
vention, and, if it must be so, for annexation.” 

1 lie resume hero given ot the conversation alluded to (which, by the way, was 
purely private, and which it seems to me very improper of Mr. Blunt to have 
published) is, both in letter and in spirit, entirely inaccurate and misleading. What 
passed was this:— 

Mr. Blunt had laboured for some weeks to induce me to abandon the point of 
view from whi'-h alone I could, as Controller, look at passing events. My duty was to 
insure the Egyptian finances; and the policy of Arabi and his associates, owing, 
primarily, to the preposterous military credits they asked for, seemed to me certain to 
bring the finances into confusion. This would call into the Held the several Rowers 
interested in the Law of Liquidation, aud open up probabilities of sorious international 
complications. On the day, and in the conversation alluded to, I repeated this view to 
Mr. Blunt, and added that, if a military Ministry (“National” is Mr. Blunt’s word; 
I am suro I never used it in connection with the military clique) came into power, 
with a financial policy such as I understood theirs to he, 1 should do all in my power 
to oppose them, lie urged, as he says truly enough, that to get rid of them would 
require intervention. It seemed to me monstrous, but none the less in keeping with 
Arabi’s hitherto lino of conduct, that a Ministry of xvhioh he was a member should, 
even before seizing office, declare its intention of retaining it at all costs, Khedive or 
country notwithstanding, unless removed by external violence. I told Mr. Blunt that 
if international engagements were endangered, intervention, in any case, would he 
probable, and that, for my part, I should prefer it to military rule. 1 spoke rather 
warmly, for on previous days f had, at his request, devoted many valuable hours to 
listening to Mr. Blunt, who reasoned always on first principles—the rights of man, 
and so on. It vexed me to be obliged to come always back to first principles and tin* 
rights of man. I particularly laboured to explain to him, in the course of the con¬ 
versation he refers to, that we could uot hope to agree, because our points of departure 
[1(517] E* 





were so opposed. He reasoned down from general and very wide premises, while I 
started from the Decrees of the Khedive and international engagements. We were in 
Egypt, not Utopia. It is to this, I think, he alludes when lie makes me say, “ It was 
useless to talk of the abstract rights and wrongs of the Egyptians.” 

Of annexation I said not a word. In common, I believe, with most others, I 
thought at that time that intervention, if any, would be Turkish. Turkish interven¬ 
tion did not, as I supposed, mean war, and certainly did not mean annexation. What¬ 
ever the form of intervention might be, I never bave thought, nor do I think, that 
“ war means only annexation.” Mr. Blunt puts these phrases into my mouth, as at 
various times he has, I suspect, put phrases into Arabi’s. Only, while Arabi’s senti¬ 
ments are all elevating, mine, I am concerned to sec, are mostly vile. I am “ honest 
Iago.” 

The inference intended to be drawn from the last and other paragraphs in the 
passages indicated above is that I deliberately did my utmost to bring about English 
intervention, and that it is mainly I who have caused the war. The absurdity of the 
insinuation is, happily, capable of precise demonstration. 

To begin with: about six days after the conversation referred to I submitted to 
Her Majesty’s Government my resignation, saying that, with the new Ministry, I 
could be of no use. The resignation was not accepted; but tlie fact that it was 
formally tendered conclusively proves that I thought more of washing my hands of 
Egyptian affairs than of setting to work to bring about English intervention. 

Next: during the three and a-half months of the first Arabi Ministry there was 
no hitch nor difficulty whatever between them and the Control. Our relations were 
cold, but there was no collision. The wish of Her Majesty’s Government was that 
nothing should be done to precipitate matters. That wish I scrupulously obeyed; 
and the best proof that I did so is that, after M. do Blignibrcs’ recall, l. continued to 
work in complete harmony with my new colleague, Avhosc special instructions were to 
establish a modus vivendi with the then Ministry. 

Finally, I have always believed (though Mr. Blunt’s personal narrative conve¬ 
niently enough ends before this) that towards the end of May Arabi convoked illegally 
the Chamber to depose the Khedive, because His Highness had refused to sanction the 
Judgment of a Court whoso principal members w ere J udges in their own cause, and who 
were therefore unanimous for the banishment—equivalent to death—-of then' accused; 
that, on the lltli June, there had been massacres in Alexandria, which made a great 
stir in Europe; and that, when a new Arabi Ministry was formed, no inquiry into that 
affair was made, while the responsible police officials were all retained in office. I had 
thought, lastly, that, following his invariable policy of active offence and insolent 
aggression, Arabi, as War Minister, had, in spite of English and Turkish remon¬ 
strances and his own solemn assurances, pushed on Avar preparations menacing our 
fleet. I have hitherto supposed that these Avere the events Avliich led to English 
intervention. With all these, A\Tuch “brought an English army and unutterable 
misery into Egypt,” I had, obviously, no concern Avhatcver. They lie, too, outside 
Mr. Blunt’s personal experiences, and perhaps for that reason have escaped his notice. 
But if the Avholc matter is to be impartially reviewed, it is necessary to recall attention 
to them.

Baron Calice, as I had the honour to inform your Lordship by telegraph, pointed 
out that Russia alone would profit from a refusal by Her Majesty’s Government to 
conclude the Convention; but I do not gather from Count Kdlnoky*that he altogether 
enters into the apprehensions which his Ambassador seems to entertain of the proceed¬ 
ings of that Power, and he docs not believe that she has any wish at present to create 
further complications in the East. 

At the same time, he has remarked that the policy of Russia toAvards Turkey has 
never varied, Avhich, perhaps, could hardly be said of any other PoAvcr, and that, in 
carrying it out, her Government have ahvays alloAvcd their Agents a latitude far greater 
than that given to their Representatives by other Governments; and that M. Nclidow is 
a disciple of General Ignaticw’s, a comparatively unknovra man, Avho may be ambitious 
of bringing himself into prominence by his activity in resuming the policy of his 
former chief.

My Lord, Berlin , September 2, 1882. 

WHEN I suav Dr. Busch yesterday, he alluded to the communication Avhich, as 
stated in your Lordship’s despatch No. 371a, Most Confidential, of the 30th ultimo, 
had been made to M. Stumm of the terms on which Her Majesty’s Government 
Avere willing to conclude the Military Convention with Turkey. 

His Excellency seemed much gratified by this proof of confidence; there was, 
hoAvever, he observed, an expression in M. Stumm’s account of his intcrvicAV Avhich 
he had not been quite able to understand. Your Lordship Avas reported to have said 
that one of the principal reasons which had induced Her Majesty’s Government to 
consent to a Convention being signed after the extraordinary conduct of the Porte 
with regard to it was the fact of Germany being especially in favour of a Convention 
being concluded betAveen Turkey and Great Britain. If, Dr. Busch Avent on to 
remark, the German Government had supported the vieAA r s of Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment at Constantinoplc in respect to the Com'cntion, it Avas almost solely because 
they were aAvaro that Her Majesty’s Government attached great, importance to it, and 
not because, at the present stage of the Egyptian question, they themselves considered 
such a Convention of vital importance. I explained to Dr. Busch, confidentially, 
that what your Lordship had told M. Stumm Avas, that if Her Majesty’s Government 
had come back upon tlicir decision not to sign the Com r cntion in vieAV of the strange 
conduct of the Porte they had done so, amongst other considerations, in consequence 
of the opinion Avhich had been expressed by the Governments of Europe, and 
especially that of Germany, in favour of Turkish intervention in Egypt. 

LLis Excellency said that this explanation made the matter perfectly clear to him, 
and lie begged mo not to mention the subject to your Lordship. I should not have 
alluded to it had I not thought your Lordship ought to be informed of the friendly 
motives Avith which, Avithout departing from tlicir attitude of neutrality, the German. 
Government Avere actuated in supporting the policy of England with regard to the 
Military Convention.

I XL AYE seen the Sultan to-day, and he has confirmed in a perfectly explicit 
manner all the propositions made by Said Pasha and Rescind, lie accepts Port Sa'id. 
The Turkish troops provide their own Commissariat. Baker Pasha will be second in 
command, and the Adjoint of Dervish Pasha. The relations of the Turkish army to 
the British army will be on the same footing, and regulated by the same conditions as 
was the case in the Crimea. 

The Proclamation is being translated into Arabic, and w r ill be communicated to 
me immediately. I had some difficulty in getting the Sultan to make Baker Pasha 
second in command, but he eventually acquiesced. Even after I had left him he 
made, through Munir Bey, a struggle for Alexandria, but I declined to reopen the 
subject in question. 

I conclude it will be enough if the foregoing stipulations arc put into a Memo¬ 
randum signed by the Porcign Minister, and that it will not be necessary to embody 
them in the Convention, which I presume will stand as telegraphed, except that Port 
Sa'id is substituted for Aboulcir.

AT an audience I had of the Sultan to-day His Majesty confirmed, in a perfectly 
explicit manner, all the propositions made by Sa'id Pasha and Reshid Bey, as reported 
in my Confidential despatch No. SG2 of the 31st ultimo. 

Ifis Majesty accepts the proposal of the English Government, that his troops shall 
go to Port Said and thence into the Canal. They will provide their OAvn Commissariat. 
Baker Pasha will be second in command, and is to be the Adjoint of Dervish Pasha; 
the relations of the British and Ottoman forces arc to bo on the same footing, and 
regulated by the same conditions as was the case in the Crimea; and the Proclamation 
is being translated into Arabic, and will be communicated to me immediately. 

I had some difficulty in inducing the Sultan to consent to the appointment of 
Baker Pasha as second in command, but he eventually agreed to it. Even after I had 
left him, however, His Majesty made through Munir Bey an effort to fix on 
Alexandria as the port of disembarkation; but 1 declined to reopen the discussion on 
this subject. 

I conclude that it will suffice if the above stipulations are put into a Memorandum 
signed by the Foreign Minister, and that it will not be necessary to embody them in 
the Convention, which I presume will stand as stated in my previous despatch ol 
yesterday’s date, except that Port Sa'id and the Canal will be substituted for Aboukir.

TilE Khedive sent for me this afternoon to say that Cadri Bey, a member of 
Dervish Pasha’s Mission who has been left here, had received a telegram from the 
Palace at Constantinople saying that Turkish troops would leave forthwith for 
Egypt. 

The Khedive said that he and his Ministers were anxious to represent to your 
Lordship that the arrival of Turkish troops now would be a most untoward event; that 
it was not improbable that Arabi might seize the excuse to lay down his arms. In 
that case he would acquire additional renown in the estimation of the people. lie 
would be aide to say he had never been a rebel, that lie had merely held the country 
successfully against foreign invasion, and had finally surrendered it into the hands of 
his Sovereign, after keeping England at bay as long as it bad pleased him to do so. 
The Khedive said that if the rebellion was to come to an end through the arrival of 
the Turks, he could never hope to be safe upon the throne; that he felt convinced that 
the English forces were able to do all that, was requisite, and he earnestly begged that 
they would do it alone. Any other solution, ho said, could only be temporary, leaving 
a smothered lire of fanaticism, which would break out when the country is again left 
to itself. The only chance of a final settlement was that the Arabs should see and feel 
that the rebellion was crushed by us without assistance. If Turkish troops came the 
Sultan would be the only victor, and wo defeated, in the minds of the people. 

Clierif Pasha came to mo immediately afterwards, and spoke very strongly in the 
same sense. He said that there were political considerations which perhaps he and the 
Ivhedive could sec more clearly through their knowledge of local turn of thought, and 
ho had no hesitation in saying that the presence of Turkish troops, even if they 
brought about a quicker surrender of the rebels, would prolong the Egyptian question 
indefinitely.

Khedive’s Proclamation to all the Natives and Inhabitants of Egypt. 
(Translation.) 

THE acts of Alimcd Arabi and bis followers, which have brought the country into 
a state of anarchy, caused the loss of confidence, and brought on it heavy losses and 
damages, especially when the army united with him and opposed our Khedivial 
authority are known to every one. This state led to complications of which the con¬ 
sequences are serious. The Great Powers have, therefore, met in Conference at 
Constantinople with a view to investigate the question and decide upon a mode for its 
solution. After deliberating, they came to the conclusion to adopt the necessary 
means for the restoration of our authority, the chastisement of the rebels, and the 
restoration of tranquillity in the country which has been brought to the verge of 
ruin. The Government of Her Britannic Majesty having the greatest interests 
in the country, financially and materially, especially her interests in the Suez Canal, 
which is her highway to her Indian Empire, has undertaken to intervene, by force, 
in order to exterminate the rebels without in any way infringing the sovereign rights 
of the Sultan or the privileges accorded to Egypt. It is certain that the intentions 
of the English are only to restore tranquillity, and not to take possession of the 
country or to do harm to its inhabitants from religious animosity, as is stated by the 
rebels in order to cause hatred between the natives and the English. England’s 
intentions are good. The rebels are at war to bring greater damage on the country, 
and the Sublime Porte has denounced them as rebels. Having the good of the 
country at heart, we have authorized the Commander-in-chief of the British forces to 
attack the rebels and arrest the ringleaders of the movement, in order that they may 
be most severely punished. 

The British forces on this occasion arc our representatives for destroying the rebels 
and restoring tranquillity. We, therefore, enjoin all those who have the good of the 
country at heart to assist them, and not desert their homes. Every Egyptian who loves 
his country and abhors its ruin should receive the English forces with open arms, and 
render them every assistance in his power. Any provisions and forage they may 
require should be tendered to them at the current price, for which ready cash will he 
paid by them. Whoever conforms to this injunction will have proved himself Avorthy 
of his country, and will have merited the blessing of God and our good-Avill, besides 
the kindness with Avhich he will be received by the British forces. But AA r hocvcr acts 
contrary to it and opposes the British forces will have exposed himself to perdition, 
and will he considered a rebel. 

We, moreover, Avarn the inhabitants of the toAvns and villages, especially the 
residents of Cairo, against their abandoning their homes and flying or siding Avith the 
rebels, either voluntarily or othei’Avise. The same fate as that of the Alexandrians 
will befall them, Avhcn they Avcro deceived and fled from it in a very short time, Avhich 
enabled the rebels to pillage the toAvn and burn the best part of it. The Aviso should 
take heed from the fate of others. 

We, therefore, enjoin the Ulemas, functionaries, Notables, Sheikhs of villages, 
and merchants, in avIiosc loyalty to the Government avc trust, to Avhom the preserva¬ 
tion of their country is dear, and avIio arc able to well weigh the consequences, to obey 
this our order, and to consider it as a sincere advice for their good and for the 
prosperity of the country. They should at the same time use their influence Avith the 
people in order that they may not he misled, hut be peaceable and certain that no 
violence will be used against their persons, property, and honour by the British forces 
as long as they keep aloof from the rebels. 


advantage of it as an excuse to lay doAvn his arms, and, by so doing, lie would increase 
his reputation in the eyes of the Egyptians. He would deny that he had ever rebelled 
against the authority of the Sultan, and would declare that lie had successfully resisted 
a foreign invasion, and had kept the English troops at bay as long as lie pleased, in 
order to surrender the country eventually into the hands of His Imperial Majesty. 

The Khedive said that if the suppression of the present rebellion Avas brought 
about through the arrival of the Turkish troops, he could never hope to regain his 
authority in Egypt; he Avas sure that the English forces Avould not require any 
assistance, and he earnestly hoped that they would do the work alone. Any other 
solution, he said, would not bo permanent, and would leave a smouldering fire of 
fanaticism, Avhich would blaze afresh when the country was evacuated by us. The 
only hope of restoring order was that the Egyptians should both see and feel that 
England had put down the insurrection Avithout the assistance of the Turks. If the 
Sultan Aras allowed to send troops, the people would regard him as the victor and 
ourselves as vanquished. 

Immediately afterwards I sqav Cherif Pasha, who repeated the same views in very 
earnest language. His Excellency represented that these political considerations were 
matters on which perhaps he and the Khcdh r e wero more capable of judging, OAving to 
their knoAvlcdgc of the Arab character, and he was convinced that the Egyptian 
question would he indefinitely prolonged by the presence of Turkish troops, even 
though the surrender of the rebels Avas hastened by their arrival.

Sir, Alexandria , August 28, 1882. 

YOU have done me, on the 23rd and 28th instant, the honour to consult me, in 
accordance Avith instructions from the Commander-in-chief, regarding the AvithdraAval 
of troops under your command at Alexandria to strengthen the force advancing from 
Ismailia. 

On the 23rd instant I ventured to state my opinion that the existence of any 
doubt as to the safety of Alexandria Avould produce results so serious as should at ail 
hazards be avoided, and that the removal of any considerable force from here before 
the arrival of reinforcements would certainly produce such a doubt. 

You Avcro so good as to inform me yesterday that this opinion having been taken 
into account, the first brigado Avould probably repair to Ismailia. 

I am anxious to guard myself from appearing in any Avay to express an opinion 
upon a subject Avhich is completely beyond my diplomatic duties, that is to say, upon 
the strength of the forco required to render Alexandria perfectly safo. But I aa ill 
venturo to explain a little more fully the reasons for my opinion given on the 23rd 
with regard to the necessity of avoiding the possibility cf the rccapturo of Alexandria 
by the rebels. 

The city lias at present a large European population, who would have no means 
of embarking in case of such an occurrence, as tlio number of ships at present in the 
harbour Avould not suffice to take a tithe of them on board. They would ho exposed 
to a general massacre from the rebels and from the low class of natives within the 
Avails. 
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Apart from tliis, the moral effect of the loss of Alexandria would not, in my 
opinion, be counterbalanced by the most brilliant success elsewhere. The saving of 
Cairo, for instance, from possible destruction, I hold to he a secondary consideration 
to the absolute safety of Alexandria. But, of course, I conceive that the movement 
on Cairo is the best means of freeing Alexandria from danger. 

The retention of the present line of defence at Bamlch is, it is true, a minor 
question, but I venture the suggestion, that any restriction of the liues of defence 
there, having for a consequence the exposure of a part of it to pillage which is now in 
safety, is, from a political point of view, very much to be deprecated.

WITH reference to my telegram No. 419 of the 27tli instant, conveying to your 
Lordship the names of the members of the new Ministry which has been formed 
under the Presidency of Cherif Pasha, I have the honour to report to your Lordship 
that the composition of the Ministry is not only as satisfactory as circumstances 
admit, hut may be considered to form as strong a Cabinet as could he got together in 
the country, if it. were in its normal state. 

The honourable antecedents of Cherif Pasha and Riaz Pasha arc too well known 
to your Lordship for it to he necessary to make any remark with regard to them. 

Xlaular Pasha, the Minister of Finance, held the same post in Cherif Pasha’s 
former Ministry, and Sir Auckland Colvin approves of his reappointment. 

Eakhri Pasha, Minister of Justice, occupied the same position in the Ministry of 
Riaz Pasha, and distinguished himself by the ability with which he discharged the 
duties that devolved upon him in the International Commission for the Reform of the 
Mixed Courts. 

Ali Pasha Moubarck held under Riaz Pasha the Ministry of Public Works, to 
which he has now been re-appointed, and displayed in it much energy and knowledge, 
and, in general opinion, much ability. 

Omar Pasha Loulfy remains as Minister of War, being the only member of the 
Ragheb Ministry whose services are retained. Ilis fidelity to the Khedive, shown 
during the recent troubles, entitles him to this distinction. 

Khairi Pasha has filled the office of Keeper of the Seals to the Khedive since the 
accession of Ilis Highness. He is a man of high literary attainments, and is regarded 
with much respect and esteem. 

Finally, Zclci Pasha, Minister of Wakoufs (religious institutions), has been con¬ 
tinuously in office during the reign of the present Khedive, successively as Native 
Administrator of the Da'ira Sanich, Minister of Public Instruction under Cherif Pasha, 
native member of the Railway Board, and recently Governor of Alexandria, in all 
which positions he has been noted for a conscientious discharge of the duties intrusted 
to him.

WITH reference to my immediately preceding despatch No. 577 of this day’s 
date, 1 have tlio honour to inform your Lordship that the weak point in the new 
Cabinet is the want of harmony of views as to the future which cannot but exist 
between Cherif Pasha and Riaz Pasha. The innate difference of their characters is 
decided. Cherif Pasha is a placid, honourable man, with very Liberal opinions, 
entertaining a general hope that things will right themselves, and consequently rather 
sluggish in action. 
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Riaz Pasha has great energy, arbitrary tendencies, an inclination to domineer, and 
a conviction that Egypt is not ripe for Liberal institutions. 

It has therefore been a matter of considerable difficulty to induce Cherif to invite 
Riaz to join his Cabinet, and to prevail upon Riaz to accept office under Cherif. I 
have, however, done my best to effect this coalition, because, if they will but work 
together, the qualities of each are those which are exactly wanting to counterbalance 
the defects of the other. Cherif without Riaz would be too lenient and too pliant; 
Riaz without Cherif would ho too severe and too despotic. 

Riaz Pasha took five days, on his return, to consider the matter, and refused to 
enter the Cabinet unless lie could come to an agreement with Cherif Pasha previously 
on general lines of policy. I entirely agreed with him that such an understanding 
was not only desirable but necessary, as it would be far better that they should not 
coalesce at all than that they should find, after the formation of the Cabinet, that their 
views were incompatible. Riaz Pasha modifies his views so far that he consents to the 
continued existence of the Chamber, while Cherif Pasha agrees that it is necessaiy 
that the power which the Chamber possesses under the present Organic Law should be 
considerably diminished.

I agree with Sir E. Malet, that the Sultan being essentially of a most perfidious 
nature, and having his own objects in Egypt (which in some respects, though not in 
all, are opposed to ours), will continue to intrigue against us as opportunity offers. He 
is also probably inspired with unfriendly feelings towards the Khedive, who has 
refused to play into his hands ; but, unless avc intend eventually to expel the Sultan 
altogether from the province, and run counter to the Avishes of the other European 
PoAvers, it seems to me better that when once the Convention has been accepted we 
should Avelcome his present submission Avitli cordiality, and that, instead of Avounding 
his susceptibilities, we should endeavour to gratify his personal Avishes as far as avc can 
safely do so. I quite comprehend the Khedive’s fears as to what may be the effect of 
the advent of the Ottoman troops, and for that reason I have not been hurrying the 
negotiations here, in hopes of Sir Garnet Wolsclcy being able to strike a decisive bloAV 
before their arrival.

The lives of all who have not committed crimes would he spared.

Government that the Military Convention has been signed, and the terms in which it 
has been concluded, to send for Colonel Sir Charles Wilson and Captain Rice, R.N., 
and to instruct them, in conference with Admiral Sir B. Seymour, as to the place 
where he would desire the Turkish troops to disembark. 

Sir C. Wilson and Captain Rice will carry out their instructions at Crete or Con¬ 
stantinople, according as the Porte may prefer, and they will accompany the Turkish 
forces in Egypt. 

General Wolseley is further instructed that, whether Arabi and the rebels make 
submission before or after the arrival of the Turkish troops in Egypt, the terms of 
submission which Her Majesty’s Government could accept must at least provide that 
the army should hr entirely disbanded; that all arms and forts should bn surrendered; 
and that the principal rebels should be given up for trial in the districts uhere they 
have committed crimes, but not to bo put to death except with the concurrence of the 
British authorities. Her Majesty’s Government would not, however, take any steps to 
prevent execution in cases such as the following:— 

1. Having been guilty of taking part in the burning of Alexandria. 

2. Having been guilty of abusing the flag of truce on the 12th July. 

3. Having been proved to have been implicated in the murder of Europeans. 

The lives of all those not proved to have committed crimes would be spared. 


You are at liberty to use your discretion as to the proper moment for communi¬ 
cating these terms to the Khedive.

The British Suez Canal Directors to Earl Granville.—(Received September 9.)

My Lord, London, September S, 18S2. 

WE have the honour to report that we attended the usual monthly meeting the 
Suez Canal Council of Administration on the 5th instant. M. do Les.scps and his son, 
M. Victor dc Lcsscps, who is the Superior Agent of the Company in Egypt, and who is 
also one of the Council, had just returned from Egypt, and attended the meeting. 
M. Guichard, another Administrator, who had also just returned to Trance with them 
from Ismailia, was also present. 

We had called upon M. de Lcsscps at the Company’s offices on the previous day, 
and had found him much irritated at the mode of occupation of Ismailia by llor 
Majesty’s forces on the morning of the 20th August. We had discussed the situation 
with him at considerable length, and had some reason to hope on leaving him that at 
the meeting of the following day he would refrain from this topic. We regret, 
however, to have to report that M. dc Lesseps, on taking his scat at the Council, 
at once commenced a narrative of his proceedings from the time of his leaving Paris 
immediately after the bombardment of Alexandria to the date of his return, dwelling 
especially with great bitterness on the circumstances under which the occupation 
of Ismailia was effected. He concluded by presenting to the Council the Report 
addressed to him by M. Victor de Lesseps on the 20th August. This Report was read 
to the Council, and, at its conclusion, we stated our regret at the general tone of 
unfriendliness which pervaded it. We then communicated to the Council, as directed 
by your Lordship, a translation of the letter from the Secretary to the Admiralty, 
explaining the circumstances which led to our communication of the 19th August 
having reached the Company after the commencement of the active operations for the 
occupation of the Canal, and we then communicated a translation of a portion of the 
Admiralty letter of the 1st instant resuming the reports of the Naval Officers on tho 
occupation of Ismailia, in order to refute the statements in M. "Victor de Lesseps’ 
Report. 

During the reading of this Report we were frequently interrupted by 
M. dc Lesseps reiterating and insisting upon these statements, and challenging 
tho accuracy of the Report. Wo remonstrated against these interruptions, and 
insisted on the value to he attached to an official report of this nature. 

M. Victor de Lesseps disclaimed tho intention of unfriendliness in his Report, 
M. Guichard boro testimony to the accuracy of tho statements in it as an eye-witness, 
and especially denied that the women and children had been allowed to embark on tho 
Austria and Spanish men-of-war until the evening of the 20tli, after having been 
compelled to pass the whole day in fear of an attack on the place by the rebel forces. 
M. Guichard especially insisted that they were then taken oil' in the boats of those 


men-of-war, and not in the barges of the Canal Company (as stated in the Report we 
bad read), which the latter were not allowed to use. 

In presence of these reiterated declarations we could only affirm our belief in the 
accuracy of the Report which we had read, but expressed our willingness to lay the 
statements thus made before Her Majesty’s Government, who would no doubt 
consider whether there were grounds for instituting an inquiry into the facts of 
the case. 

We venture to suggest that M. Victor de Lesseps’ Report, copy of which we 
inclose, should he sent to Sir B. Seymour, in order that his statements may ho fully 
tested. It is so contrary to the discipline of Her Majesty’s forces, whether naval or 
military, to throw themselves wantonly into a peaceful town, raising cries, and wildly 
firing at random, that we are unable to attach much credit to the statement made to 
this effect, but as it has gone forth to the world with all the authority that attaches to 
M. dc Lesseps, especially in Trance, avo submit that it ought to he answered and, we 
hope, contradicted. It should he mentioned that M. do Lesseps, M. Victor de Lesseps, 
and M. Guichard concurred in declaring that there Avas not a single Egyptian soldier 
in Ismailia at the time of the occupation, the only force in the Ioavu being the 
ordinary police on duty at the Governor’s residence and other points. 

When the excitement in tho Council caused by this opening discussion had 
calmed down, the regular order of the day Avas proceeded Avith, and Ave took the 
occasion of the Minutes of tho meetings of the 1st and 5th August being read to make 
the declaration Avhich we w r ere charged by your Lordship’s despatch of the 1st instant 
to present. 

At tho conclusion of the proceedings, the Managing Director mentioned a 
question concerning dues, Avhich avc make the subject of another despatch.

PAR mes precedents rapports, je vous ai entretenu, ct de la porsistanco que 
mettait la marine Britannique a no tenir aucun compte dc nos r6glemcnts, et de 
l’oecupation dc l’usinc des eaux de Suez ordonnee par l’Amiral HeAA'ott. 

J e vous adressais, le 13, une dcpeche resumant l’allairc de l’usine et je mo rendais 
a Suez. 

Le 14, au matin, j’avais une entrevuc aA'cc l’Amiral Hewlett. Je lui exposais quo 
M. le Presidcnt-Directeur n’aA'ait pas repondu a sa lettro parcc qu’il considerait qu’ello 
no pouA'ait etre que le rdsultat d’un malentendu ct qu’il m’envoyait pour lui donner 
des explications verbales a la suite desquelles il ne doutait pas que les soldats Anglais 
evacucraicnt l’usine. Je n’avais pas dc peine a convaincre l’Amiral qu’il avait outre- 
passe l’etendue des droits que pout avoir un bclligerant, puisque l’acte dc force qu’il 
avait accompli contre nous, n’avait pas pour excuse un peril imminent, mais une 
eventualitd qui pouvait ne pas sc produirc, celle do la rupture du Canal d’Eau Douce, 
respecte jusqu’iei par les Egyptians, malgre lc debarquoment Anglais, et pur considera¬ 
tion pour la Compagnie. J’ajoutais que si les Egyptians apprenaient (pie les Anglais 
occupaiont l’usine pour fairo un approvisionnement considerable d’oau au detriment de 
la Compagnie, il etait a craindrc quo l’eau ne fut coupco d’un moment a l’autre. 

Ensuitc l’Amiral me domandait des explications sur la neutralitd du Canal, sur les 
droits et les devoirs reciproqucs do la Compagnie et du GouA r erncment Egyptian. Je 
lui faisais comprendrc combien l’attitudo do M. Tcrdinand do Lesseps ot do la 
Compagnie etait ddnaturee en Angleterre, combien en defendant lc principe de 
neutrality qui est la base do sa Concession, la Compagnie so montrait l’amio des 
interets dc l’Anglctorre en voulant l’empechcr do commcttre des actcs qui seraient 
funestes au commerce general du mondc et, par consequent, a cclui do l’Angletorre, qui 
est la principalo cliente du Canal; qu’en protestant contre les nombreuscs violations de 
nos lleglements commises par la marine de guerre Britannique, la Compagnio no 
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manifestait pas d’hostilite contrc la nation Anglaiso, mais so montrait liostilc ii certains 
actes contrc lcsquels clle protesterait tout aussi energiquement si toute autre marine 
que celle de Sa Majcste Britaunique s’en rendait coupable. J’cxpliquais a l’Amiral 
que le Khedive n’avait pas lc droit, plus que les autres, dc se mettre en deliors de nos 
Bdglements; que les navircs Egyptians etaient Traites dans lc Canal commc les autres 
pavilions, et que, par consequent, la marine Britaunique ne pouvait pas, memo au nom 
du Khedive, s’alTranclnr du respect d’un principc dc neutrality solcnncllement consacre 
par le Sultan qui, lui-mcme, devait s’y conformer. 

L’Amiral me remerciait dc mes explications et me disait qu’il nc manquerait pas 
d’ecrire on Angleterre tout ce quo jc lui avais appris sur la neutrality du Canal et le 
role de la Compagnie. 

Une lieurc apres ma visite il n’y avait plus un seul soldat ii l’usine, et notre 
agent, M. Bochc, reccvait l’invitation dc l’Amiral de sc conformer ii mes instructions. 

J’etais dc retour a Ismailia lc 13. Lc 1G, M. dc Bouville, Chef du Transit, 
rocevait une lettre du Capitainc Eitz-Boy. Cette lettre, donnant lieu dc supposer que 
l’Amiral Hoskins avait des notions fort inexactcs des situations rcspcctives du 
Gouvernemcnt Egyptian et de la Compagnie, M. le President-Directcur m’invitait a 
me rendre ii Port-Said pour fournir ii l’Amiral Iloskins des explications dc nature ii 
l’eclairer. 

Le 17, j’avais une entrevue avec l’Amiral noslcins. Je dois dire que si je n’ai eu 
qu’ii me louer de Taccucil dc l’Amiral Hewctt, il en a etc tout autrement de cclui que 
m’a fait l’Amiral Hoskins. Autant l’Amiral Hewctt m’a ecoule avec intcret et avec 
courtoisie, autant l’Amiral Iloskins a manifesto claircmcnt son intention de rester 
sourd ii tous les raisonnomeuts. Je ne m’etendrai pas sur les explications quo je lui ai 
donnees pendant plus d’uno lieurc pour lui prouver quo le Lac Timsali et Port-Said 
etaient, comme le Canal, dans les caux de la Compagnie, et que, ii Port-Said et dansle 
Lac Timsali, aussi bicn que dans lc Canal, tous les navircs sans distinction de 
nationality etaient sounds ii l’ohservation strietc do nos Bcglcments. 

L’Amiral n’a rien voulu entendre, m’interrompant hrusquement ii cliaquc instant, 
et nc sortant pas de ces deux phrases: “ M. de Lesseps est l’ennemi dc 1’Angleterre. 
Je vois ici le drapeau Egyptian.” 

Tous mes eJl'orts pour lui demoutrer (pic nous Actions pas les ennemis de l’Anglc- 
terre et que le fait de voir lc drapeau Egyptian ii Port-Said nc donnait pas lc droit ii la 
marine Britaunique plus qu’aux autres de se mettre on dehors dc nos llegleinents, 
tous mes efforts, dis-jc, out etc iuutilcs. 11 etait evident que l’Amiral avait decide 
quo nous etions les ennemis do l’Angletcrrc, et quo Port-Said et le Lac Timsah 
etaient des eaux Egyptienncs, oil il etait lihre d’agir commc bon lui semblait. 

Lc IS, j’etais de retour ii Ismailia. Hans la nuit du IS au 19, notre telegraphe 
etait coupe pros de Suez: los instruments trouves le matin ii l’cndroit de la rupture 
et la facon dont avait etc execute le travail de coupure, denoncaicnt des mains 
Europeennes. INt.de ltouville faisait immeiliatement retablir la communication, et 
nous rcccvions par depeche dc AI. Chartrey, Agent Principal du Transit ii Suez, le 
textc d’uno lettre que lui avait ecritc, ii 5 heures du matin, l’Amiral Hewctt. Par 
cettc lettre, l’Amiral Itewett informait notre Agent Principal ii Suez que, confonnement 
aux instructions du Gouvernemcnt Britaunique, il interdisait jusqu’a nouvel ordre 
l’cntree du Canal Maritime a tous les navircs, memo aux canots de la Compagnie, et 
qu’au besoiu il aurait rcoours a la force pour 1aire appliquer eette mesure. 

La lettre de l’Amiral, remise a 5 heures. etait dateo de 1 lieurc du matin. 
C’est entre 1 heure et 5 heures que notre lil telegraphique avait etc coupe prbs de 
Suez. 

M. le President-Dirccteur envoyait a M. Chartrey lc textc d’une protestation a 
remottre ii l’Amiral. 

Ycrs 9 heures du matin, un canot de l’Amiraute, arme en guerre, s’engageait dans 
lc Canal sans avoir regie les taxes dues et se plapait au musoir pour arreter la poste et 
les canots a vapour. 

Bien d’anormal n’avait lieu du cote de Port-Said. 

L’arret des navircs ordonne par l’Amiral llcwett annoncait les eveuements les 
plus graves. C’cst dans la nuit du It) au 20 (pie cos eveuements vont se proiluire et 
faire d’lsma'ilia, jusqu’alors si paisible, le thedtre d’un dramc emouvant. 

Dans cettc nuit du 19 au 20, toute la population Europeenne, le personnel do 
la Compagnie et les prineipaux 1‘onctionnaires Egyptians etaient reunis chcz 
M. Poilpre, Chef du Service du Domaiue, dans un bal des plus gais, anime par la 
presence des otheiers des navircs de guerre Espagnol et Autrichien. A 2 heures du 
matin, tout lc rnontlc rentrait et cliacun commencait ii s’eiulormir, lorsque vers 


3 heures, au milieu d line nuit fort obscure, les rues rotentissent de eris dc guerre se 
mclant au bruit de la fusillade et du roulement des canons traincs au pas dc course. 
Ce sont les marius Anglais qui debarquent sans avoir prevenu les habitants qu’ils 
peuvent etre exposes a etre tues dans les rues. Sur quoi tircut-ils? Sur qui? 
Aucun ennemi n’est devant cux. Le camp des Egyptians est ii Neddie, a 3 kilom. 
d Ismailia. li ny a dans la villo que quelqucs soldats de police, gens fort paisibles 
habitant depuis longtemps Ismailia, et qui n’ont jamais songe qu’n y maintenir 
1’ordre. 

Peu apres lc debarquement, lc canon tonne. C’cst “l’Orion,” c’est le “ Carys- 
fort, qui envoient des obus sur Nefiche et dans le desert. La fusillade continue dans 
les rues d Ismailia. Au point du jour, ellc eesse dans la ville Europeennc apiAs 
n’avoir fait hcurcuscmcnt qu’une seule victime. C’cst un Europecn, un llollandais, 
M. Broens, qui ne repondant pas claircmcnt au qui-vivc d’un marin, recoil, un coup dc 
fusil a bout portant qui lui traverse le corps et lui broie le bras gauche. M. Broens 
est entre la vie et la mort; les medccins lc regardent commc etant dans un etat 
desesperc. 

Les marins Anglais se dirigent au jour sur notre village Arabe, habite par nos 
travailleurs indigenes avec lours families etoii ne se trouve aucun ennemi pourriposter. 
Cepcndant, ils tirent sur les femmes et les enfants qui fuient dans le desert; les eris 
dechirants do cettc population ail’olee parviennent jusqu’a nous. Quelqucs agents do 
police sont. laits prisonniors sans qu’aucun d’eux ait cherehe a se defendre. L’un d’eux 
est tue par derriere pendant qu’il cherohc a s’eehapper avee sa l'amille. 

Vers 8 heures du matin, la fusillade cessc. Le canon tonne encore et tonnera 
jusqu’au 21 au matin. 

En debarquanl, les Anglais ont coupe nos fils felcgraphiques sur Suez et sur Port- 
Said. Lc Capitainc Eitz-Boy occupo les bureaux du port et nos canots sont saisis. 
Ismailia est bloque, et nous ignorons ce qui se passe sur le rcste de la ligne. 

Dans l’aprbs-midi, nous songeons a mettre en surcte les families de notre per- 
sonncl. Car 300 marius seulement occupent la ville, et, pendant la nuit, les Egyptians 
de Nefiche peuvent prendre Tolfensive. [1 est prudent de faire coucher les femmes et, 
les enfants sur lc lac. Quant au personnel et a M. herd, do Lesseps, ils sont decides 
a ne pas bouger dc la ville. Les families se rendent a rappontement. Le Capitainc 
Eitz-Boy s’oppose a leur depart. 

Je lui ecris alors une lettre. M. Pitz-Rov me fait repondre vcrbalemcnt, a 
7 heures du soir, quand la nuit commence, quo les families sont fibres, mais que 
M. dc Lesseps et tout son personnel passcront la nuit dans la ville, ear il s’attend si 
etre attaque, il y aura une bataille dans Ismailia, et il veut que M. de Lesseps ct tout 
son personnel v soient. “,1c suis le matt re maintenant, (lit-il.” 

Ces paroles odieuses etaient bien gratuites, puisquo JV1. do Lesseps et tout le per¬ 
sonnel, chefs et. employes, avaient declare (pi’ils ne sortiraient pas de la ville et qu’il 
n’avait jamais etc question que des families. 

Une partie des families prefera rentri'r en ville; l’autre partie put alors s’embarquer 
sur des canots envoyes par Don Carlos ltuiz, Commandant de la fregate cuirassce 
Espagnole “ Carmen,” etpar M. Bontield, le Commandant de la canonniere Autricbicnne 
“Albatros.” Nos refugics recurent l’hospitalite ii bowl de ces navircs. 

La nuit se passa heurcusemcnt sans aucun incident; le silence n’en fut trouble 
quo par les obus envoyes du “Carysfort” et dc “l’Orion” sur Nefiche. Aujour, 
Ismailia si> reveille au milieu de plusicurs millicrs de soldats Anglais de l’armce de 
terre. Le lac est plain dc transports et de navircs de guerre. Le 21 au matin, les 
Anglais rctablissent cux-memes notre til sur la ligne de Port-Said. 

Nous apprenons alors que dans la nuit du 1‘.) au 20, les Anglais ont debarque it 
Port-Said, mais paisiblement, ct quo l’Amiral Hoskins a pris, lc matin, possession de 
nos bureaux (l’oii M. Desavary, Agent Principal du Transit ii Port-Said, a etc expulso. 
Des navircs do gni'rrc ct des transports se sont engages dans le Canal sans pilote ct sans 
avoir pave les droits. Uni* do nos drogues a etc saisie au kil. 10 par des marins de la 
“ Penelope.” Kantarah est occupo ])ar la force. 

L’Amiral Beauchamp Seymour et le General AYolseley arrivaient ii Ismailia le 
21 au matin, ainsi que l’Amiral Iloskins. 

Nous rcccvions la depeche dc Paris du 20 relative a une communication do 
MM. Stokes et "Wilson annuitant la determination prise par le Gouvernemcnt Anglais 
d’oeeuper la zone du Canal. 

Il est a notcr que, pendant que cettc communication etait faito ii Paris, lc 
debarquement qui etait annonce comme ne devant apporter aucun trouble dans la

navigation, s’effectuait par la surprise ct la violence, suspendait notre exploitation et 
jetait la perturbation dans le transit du Canal. 

Lc 21, apres la reception dc la depeclic, j’avais une entrevue avee l’Amiral Sey¬ 
mour, qui exprimait le desir do voir la Compagnic reprendre son exploitation. 
Plusicurs dc ses navircs etaient engages dans le Canal, ct il nous demandait des pilotes. 
Je lui expliquais quo nous no pouvions reprendre notrd exploitation qui si les elements 
de son fonctionncment nous etaient rendus, e’est-a-dire, si l’intcrdit de circulation qui 
avait etc impose a tous nos canots a Ismailia etait lcvd, si nos communications telegra- 
pliiqucs etaient retablies avee Suez; cu un mot, si la Compagnic sc rctrouvait dans la 
libre possession dc ses services, qu’alors nous lui donnerions des pilotes, et quo nous 
ferions passer ses navires aussi rapidement que possible, etant bien entendu qu’il 
assumait la responsabilite des retards ct des dommages dejit causes au commerce ou qui 
pourraient resulter des mouvcnients dc ses navires et des operations militaires. 
L’Amiral a accepte cette responsabilite, sous reserve dc Tadhesion ilu General Wolseley. 
Celui-ci, quo j’ai vu plus tard, n’a pas lidsite ii declarer que la responsabilite des dom¬ 
mages ct dcs retards causes an commerce serait prise par lc Gouvcrncment Anglais. 

Dans les journecs des 21, 22, ct 28 nos communications telegrapliiqucs, coupees 
en plusicurs endroits entro Ismailia et Suez, out etc retablies. Nous avons appris que 
dans la matinee du 20 lc. “Sea Gull” et lc “Mosquito” avaient eu, a Chalouf, 
un engagement avee les Egypticns; les mitrailleuses plueees au liaut dcs mats en 
avaient tue 200. 

Notre personnel, sur toute la ligne, etait sain et sauf, 

Du 21 an 25, environ 20,000 homines de troupes dc terre out debarque h 
Ismailia. 

Nous n’avons cu qu’ii nous loucr do nos rapports avee les officiers generaux de 
l’armee de terre et lours Etats-Majors. Le Colonel Lanyon, Commandant dc la place, 
nous a demande dc lui signaler toutes les reclamations auxquelles pourrait donner lieu 
le passage ct le sejour des troupes, ct qu’il y ferait droit imnukliatcmcnt. 

Le 22, le Canal Ismailia a baisse de 25 contim.; cette baisse a continue les jours 
suivants, rnais seulement de 4 contim. par jour. 11 etait ii supposer quo lc Canal avait 
etc coupe. M. le President-Dircetour a decide quo la consommation do l’cau, sur 
toute la ligne, serait limitee aux usages personnels, et que les travaux dc dragage 
seraient suspciulus. 

Lc 23, les troupes Anglaises sc sont avances dans la direction du Cairo, suivant le 
Canal d’Eau Douce ct la voie ferrdc. Aprds diflerents engagements entre Nefiche et 
Ramses, les Anglais out pousse jusqu’a Maxamah; on a constate que jusquc-lii le 
Canal n’etait pas coupe. En supposant done qu’il soit coupe plus baut, ce qui n’est 
pas probable, il reste daus les bids de Gassassinc ii Ismailia, de l’eau pour environ 
deux mois. 

Le 21, le trade du Canal avait repris son cours regulier. 

Toutes nos garcs sont oecupees par dcs detaeliemcnls dc soldats de marine. Un 
incident regrettable a eu lieu au kilom. 51, oil le chef du detachcment s’est empare 
de l’cau et a voulu expulscr les lilies du chef dc gare, sous pretexte qu’clles consom- 
maient trop d’eau. Les ordres les plus severcs ont etc dounecs par les autorites 
Anglaises pour qu’un pared fait no sc rcnouvelat pas. 

Pendant les journecs des 20 et 21,1’engagement sans piloto dcs navires de guerre 
Anglais, a donue lieu a une confusion complete. La plupart se sont dchoues et 
plusicurs ont du debarquer leurs troupes sur la bergo avant Ismailia, etant iucapables 
de se tircr d’affaire avee lours seules ressources. L’Amiral Seymour a du. le recon- 
uaitre, et rompressomont qu’il a mis le 21 ii nous rendre notre exploitation en cst la 
preuve. 

Il convient d’aj outer quo les auto rites navales Britanniques ont eherche ii obtonir 
les services de plusicurs de nos pilotes en dehors dc lours chefs, et que tous les pilotes, 
sans exception, ont refuse de marcher sans ordro de la Compagnic; ils ont meme 
resiste a des tentatives d’embauclmgc. 

Pendant toute cette crise, aucunc defaillanec no s’est produito dans tout lc 
personnel depuis Port-Said jusqu’ii Suez. La Compagnic pout on etre here.

WE have the honour 1o acknowledge the receipt of two despatches, one dated 
25th ultimo, signed by Sir Julian Pauncefote, the other dated 2Sth ultimo, signed by 
Mr. Lister, on the subject of possible claims on Iler Majesty’s Government arising out 
of the occupation of the Suez Canal. We have observed a strict silence oil" this 
subject in all our communications with the Company. 

At the meeting of the Council of Administration on the 5th instant, M. Charles de 
Lesscps stated that they had received a report from the acting superior agent of the 
Company on the Canal, stating that the English authorities had claimed exemption 
from dues for the launches employed in victualling the detachments placed at the 
“ garcs ” or stations along the Canal for the protection of these posts. M. Charles de 
Lesscps observed that the Charter of the Company made no distinction betiveen 
vessels; all have to pay toll; even the vessels belonging to the Company pay their 
dues; but in view of the approaching meeting of the Council, he had replied to the 
superior agent that the matter would be referred to it, in order that the opinion of the 
British Directors might bo taken on the subject. Thus challenged, it was necessary 
for us to give an opinion, and bearing in mind the verbal communications that we had 
had with Sir Julian Pauncefote before going over to Paris, wc confined ourselves to 
saying that wo were of opinion that the launches employed in revictualling the 
detachments should be treated in the samo manner as the rest of the vessels of the 
expedition. 

We believe that this answer reserves to them the benefit of any decision that may 
be taken on the ivhole question.

YOUR telegram No. 390 of the Gtli instant. 

We prefer the words “will enter the Canal at Port Said and proceed from 
thence,” to the proposed words “ will proceed to Port Said and from thence,” as more 
clearly expressing our intention, which is not that the whole force will land at Port 
Said; hut as you understand our intention, avc will leave the exact words to you. We 
caunot admit of any ambiguity. 

Your telegram No. 394 of the 7th instant does not alter our opinion. 

Neither “ debar quement ” nor “se rendront” should he admitted, nor the words 
“ Port Said,” except as describing the place where the troops will enter the Canal. 

Under present circumstances, wo do not advise that you should again suggest that 
Turkish ships of war should he sent to Port Said.

HER Majesty’s Government have had before them your Excellency’s telegram 
No. 390 of the Gtli instant, regarding the Avording of the 2nd Article of the proposed 
Military Convention. They prefer the Avords “ Avill enter the Canal at, Port Said and 
proceed from thence” to the proposed words “ Avill proceed to Port Said and from 
thence.” They more clearly express the intention of Her Majesty’s Government, 
which is not that the Avliolc Turkish force should land at Port Said. As, lioAvever, 
your Excellency is acquainted with their intention, Her Majesty’s Government Avill 
leave in your hands the choice of the exact words, but they caunot admit of there 
being any ambiguity. This determination has been arrived at after full consideration 
of the request made by the Sultan, recorded in your telegram No. 391 of the 
7th instant. Neither the word “debarqueront” nor the Avords “sc rendront” should 
he admitted, nor yet the Avords “ Port Said,” except as denoting the place where the 
Turkish troops Avill enter the Canal. 

It will not he advisable, under present circumstances, that your Excellency should 
again suggest that Turkish ships of Avar should he sent to Port Said.

That it was conceived that the Suez Canal Company was in no be««

military purposes, and that there was no precedent to support the contention that 
Government troops in times of rebellion against the constituted authorities could not 
use roads or bridges belonging to public Companies, and which were required for 
strategical purposes, without paying tho tolls lawfully chargeable in time of peace on 
the ordinary passenger traffic. 

That it was no doubt the practice of nations, after the restoration of order, to 
indemnify, out of the public revenues, all persons, whether subjects of the State or 
foreigners resident therein, who might have suffered losses during the rebellion, and 
especially those whose property might have been used for the purpose of suppressing it. 
But such indemnity is not obligatory on the State, and, when granted, it was measured 
out in proportion to the injury actually suffered. 

That the English Directors of the Canal Company, however, cite the Charter of 
the Company and its Regulations as being applicable as well to an invading army in 
time of foreign or civil war as to the ordinary traffic in time of peace, and they 
supported the claim of the Company to levy their ordinary and extraordinary dues not 
only on British vessels of war, and transports forming part of the expedition, by 
tonnage measurement, but on every soldier of the occupying British force, at the rate 
of 10 fr. per head. 

That your Lordship doubted whether the contention could be supported. That it 
appeared to your Lordship that Iler Majesty’s Government should be prepared to make 
any voluntary payments to the Company to the extent of the promises which might 
already have been made to them, as well as any future payments which might seem 
equitable; but that to admit any legal obligation to pay those dues and charges under 
the circumstances of the case would weaken their position as regarded the right they 
had asserted to enter and occupy the Canal, with or without the consent of the Com¬ 
pany, and forcibly, if necessary, as an act of war performed on behalf and with the 
authority of the Khedive, as lawful Sovereign of the country. 

That Sir J. Pauncefotc was to inclose the Parliamentary Paper, “ Egypt No. 6 
(1S7C),” containing, at p. 4, the Charter of the Company, and a copy of the Regulations 
of the Company, both of which documents Averc referred to in the letter of the English 
Directors; and Sir Julian was to request that we would favour your Lordship with our 
opinion, at our earliest convenience, as to whether Iler Majesty’s Government might 
properly decline to admit any legal liability on their part to pay the dues, tolls, and 
charges above mentioned, and to insist on reserving for future consideration the ques¬ 
tion of any payments in respect thereof as one of policy and equitable adjustment as 
between the Governments of Great Britain and Egypt and of the Canal Company. 

In obedience to your Lordship’s commands, we have the honour to Report— 

That the question whether the Suez Canal Company arc entitled in the circum¬ 
stances which have arisen to claim the ordinary dues from the transports and other 
vessels of Her Majesty is one which it appears to us depends for its determination not 
on any principles of international law, but on the municipal law of Egypt. 

If, according to that law, the Khedive would be empowered for purposes of State, 
such as the suppression of a rebellion, to make use of the Canal with ships and troops 
without the obligation to make payment of the dues, we think tjie same exemption 
can be claimed for the ships and troops of Her Majesty which have occupied and used 
the Canal with tho Khedive’s assent and for the purpose of rendering him assistance. 

There can be no doubt that according to the law of this country Her Majesty 
would have a right to occupy and use a canal or other public work in time of rebellion 
without paying the ordinary tolls. 

We have no information which affords a solution of the question what the 
Egyptian law is in this respect. But judging by the light afforded by general 
principles of jurisprudence, avc entertain little doubt that the Ruler of Egypt possesses 
the same general right. And if so, avc think there is nothing in the Charter of the 
Suez Canal Company inconsistent Avith the existence and exercise of this general right 
in relation to that Avork. 

Under all the circumstances, we think tho best course Avill probably be not to 
admit any legal obligation to pay the dues, and to leave the AA'liole question of Avliat 
should hi- done, as far as possible, open for future determination. 

At the same time, avc A’enturc to suggest that it Avould be avcII, in determining tho 
question Avhat payments should be made, to bear in mind the fact that this country are 
shareholders in the Canal, and that consequently it is possible that by stopping 
payment of the dividends upon these shares, the question of liability to the dues Avould 
be presented for determination by the Erench Courts. 

We are not aAvare of the mode in Avhich the dmdends are paid, nor Avhctlier there

assumed an attitude of actual hostility as to oblige Her Majesty’s Government to insist 
upon stringent conditions before allowing Turkish troops to appear in Egypt.

She was 
perfectly satisfied with what had been said by Her Majesty’s Ambassador on the 
subject of England’s intention as regards the other Powers in connection with Egypt, 
and Dr. Busch then added that Prince Bismarck evidently was of opinion that further 
declarations would be superfluous. 

His Excellency was, I ascertained, acquainted with the proposed substitution in 
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the declaration of “ concours ” for “ cooperation,” which had been suggested by Austria, 
and had heard from the Chancellor since lie had submitted the Austrian suggestion to 
his Highness; yet the impression he had formed of Prince Bismarck’s views was still 
the same, namely, that his Highness thought it would be unnecessary to have any 
additional declaration at all. 

I explained to Dr. Busch the motives which had induced Her [Majesty’s Govern¬

The Austro-Hungarian Government did not, M. lLengelmi'iller said, consider that 
the words “communication” or “consultation,” which Her Majesty’s Government 
were willing to adopt in the formula of adjournment, were quite satisfactory, and they 
were of opinion that other Powers would also feel objection to them. This would raise 
discussions, instead of leading to a statement of the concert existing among the 
European Powers. Under these circumstances, Count Kalnoky would, if Her Majesty’s 
Government should insist on maintaining the words to which he took exception, find 
himself, to his regret, unable to take the initiative which lie had proposed. 

I have informed M. Hengelmiiller that, tho Queen’s Government are very sensible

ON the occasion of our visit to Paris last week we urged upon M. dc Lcsseps flic 
expediency of confirming the provisional agreement entered into between Mr. Pender 
and Sir James Anderson, on behalf of the Eastern Telegraph Company and the Suez 
Canal Company, for the establishment of telegraphic communication between Port 
Said and Suez, which formed the subject of our despatches Nos. 16 and 20, Political, 
dated respectively the 3rd and 5th ultimo. 

M e regret to report that M. de Lcsseps declined for the present to ratify the 
Convention, although our recommendation was supported by M. Charles de Lcsseps, 
with whom the arrangement had been negotiated. The reason alleged by M. de Lcsseps 
for his refusal was the apprehension lest, in consequence of a favour being conferred 
upon an English undertaking by the Canal Company, Arabi Pasha should interfere 
with the wires belonging to the Company. We pointed out the unreasonableness 
of such a supposition, since the Canal was now under the protection of the British 
forces, and we hinted that the Eastern Telegraph Company would in all probability 
remove their cable from Port Said, to the great detriment of the Canal Company, if 
they failed eventually in establishing a continuation of their lint's across the isthmus, 
but M. dc Lcsseps persisted in his refusal. He expressed, however, his willingness to 
entertain the proposal favourably as soon as the danger which he affects to appre¬ 
hend shall no longer exist.

His Excellency began by offering me his congratulations on the victory of the- 
British forces at Tel-el-Kebir. lie said that he regarded tin 4 success of the British 
arms as an advantage not merely to England, hut to all Europe, and that such would 
be the general feeling in France. It would be a mistake, he continued, to consider 
that critical or unfavourable observations which had appeared in some of the French 
newspapers of minor importance reflected the real impressions of the public mind, 
which was favourably disposed to England, and regarded our proceedings in Egypt 
with friendly interest. 

I thanked M. Tissot, and said that 1 agreed with him in believing that the rapid 
success of our forces was a matter of general interest. If Sir Garnet Moiseiev had 
suffered any serious cheek or reverse, Europe would have been placed in a difficult and 
rather humiliating position. On the other hand, if the conflict had dragged out for a 
considerable length of time, difficulties of all kinds would have cropped up, and the 
interests of the country itself would have sull'erod severely. 

I went on to say that we had always been actuated hy a dcsiro to act in accord 
with France, and to be on terms of the most friendly understanding with her. As 
M. Tissot must be aware, this had not always been easy during M. do Ereycinet’s admi¬ 
nistration, more, possibly, from the force of circumstances than from any want of 
good-will on M. do Frcyeinet's part. Our disposition in this respect, however, had in 
no way changed, and l hoped, from all that I heard of M. Duclerc from Lord Lyons 
and others, that we should Hud him actuated by similar inclinations.

IN. my despatch No. 282 of the lltli instant I have recorded, for vour Excel¬ 
lency’s information, the answer which I returned to the Charge d’AIVaires for Austria- 
Hungary when he communicated to me Count Kalnoky’s decision not to take the 
initiative in proposing the suspension of the Conference at Constantinople unless he 
felt assured of meeting with the unanimous approval of all the Powers with regard to 
the terms of the declaration which should accompany such suspension; and, as his 
Excellency may possibly allude 4 to the subject in conversation with you, I will briefly 
recapitulate what has passed, with a view to make the position of Her Majesty’s 
Government with regard to this question quite clear. 

Under instructions from Her Majesty's Government, Lord Dufferin made, on the 
30th July, a communication to the members of the Conference, of which the text will 
be louiul in his Excellency's despatch No. 078, Confidential, of the 31st July. 

lie could not make it at. the time to the Conference itself, as, owing to the 
abstention ol the Russian Representative, it was not. holding any sittings; hut at the 
twelfth meeting, on the 2nd August, Lord Duller in laid before the Conference the text 
of th< 4 communication, and the fact is recorded in the identic telegram from the 
Ambassadors of the 2nd. 

No French version of this communication has been received from Constantinople, 
but the last paragraph of tin 4 English version runs as follows :— 

“ Her Majesty’s Government wish to inform the Conference that, once the military 
object in view has been attained, they will invite the aid of the Rowers to make 
provision for the future and good government of Egypt.” 

In my despatch to your Excellency No. 230 of the lltli August I recorded at 
length a conversation with the Charge d’Alfaires for Austria-Hungary, in which he 
informed mo that his Government thought the sittings of the Conference should be 
adjourned, on the proposal of the President, with an expression of its amicable agree¬ 
ment, and taking note that il rests with each Power to secure on its own behalf that 
the definitive settlement of the Egyptian question must be reserved for the discussion 
and decision of Europe; he said that (hey had come to an agreement with Germany 
on the subject, and that Italy and Russia agreed in their view. 

M. llengelmuUer added that they thought that Lord Dufferin’s declaration of the 
30th July would furnish an appropriate basis for the statement of their views. 

On the same day I requested you to tell Count Kalnoky that Her Majesty’s 
Government concurred in the course suggested, and adhered to the declaration that 
tin 4 delinitiu 4 settlement of the Egyptian question must be subject to a reference to 
the united Rowers of Europe. 

On the 17th August. Lord Dufferin reported that the four Powers appeared to 
have agreed upon a formula which they would like to insert in the Protocol of the last 
meeting before the adjournment. 

It ran as follows:— 

“That an amicable understanding exists between the European Cabinets that 
no definitive settlement of the Egyptian question is to take place except with the 
co-operation of all the Powers.” 

I replied to his Excellency on the following day that repeated declarations of this 
description appeared to hi 4 superfluous, but instructed him that he might assent to the 
proposed formula if necessary, substituting, however, the word “communication” or 
the word “consultation” for “co-operation.” 

Lord Dulferin does not appear to have taken any action on this instruction. In 
his telegram No. 3 IS of the 19th August he stated that ho had reason to know that 
the word “co-operation” had been purposely introduced in order to supersede the 
word “ consultation ” or “ communication,” and that he had avoided all discussion of 
the subject. 

It is not, however, clear how the Powers can have arranged to supersede tho 
word “consultation” or “communication,” neither of which had been proposed, 
except confidentially, to Lord Dulferin. 

On the 21)th August M. Hengelmfiller informed me that the Austrian Minister 
for Foreign Adairs was satisfied with the declaration which Lord Dulferin had declared 
himself ready to make upon the occasion of the adjournment of the Conference.

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replied that lie supposed reference was made to tlic formula of tlic four Powers 
mentioned in liis telegram of the 17th August, and which had been shown to him by 
Baron Calice, who had asked whether it would he objected to by Her Majesty’s 
Government.

A GENTLEMAN in whom Her Majesty’s Embassy have great confidence, and 
who had an interview yesterday with M. Duelere, called upon me this morning to tell 
me privately of the language which his Excellency had held to him on Egyptian 
affairs as affected by English successes. 

In reply to an observation that England was now all the more free to act, as she 
no longer had France by her side, M.Duclcre said, “ 1 hope England will be very 
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moderate in her victory. I think she will herself recognize that it is to her interest 
not to be alone in Egypt on the morrow of her victory. 

“ I recognize entirely that England, having been alone at the work, should also 
be alone for the profit.” (‘Me reeormais parfaitement que l’Angleterre, ayant etc seule 
a. la peine, doit etre aussi seule an profit.”) 

M. Duelere then went on to say that lie trusted England would see the importance 
of leaving to Franco such a position in Egypt as he could defend before the Chambers, 
adding that, if her claims to consideration elsewhere were respected, Franco would be 
easily contented. 

“ Quant an Canal, il cst certain que TAngletcrrc a lc droit d’en etre lc niaitre 
then, correcting himself, M. Duelere said, “ J’cntends par la d’etre assurec que le 
Canal nc pout, jamais lui etre barre.” 

My informant assured me his Excellency appeared to take it for granted that the 
attitude of Great Britain after her victory would be as moderate as she had declared it 
would be, and to accept as a necessary corollary a certain diminution of French 
influence in Egypt.

IN obedience to your Lordship’s verbal and confidential instructions, we have 
considered how far it would be possible for Her Majesty’s Government to obtain a 
more direct and powerful share in the administration of the Suez Canal, and avc have 
the honour to submit herewith a Memorandum in which lie have endeavoured to set 
forth our views on the subject. 

At the same time avc only think it right to record our opinion that M. de Lesseps 
AA’ill never give effect to the threats Avhich, on more than one occasion, he has uttered, 
when lie thought he had reason to complain of the English GoA r crnment, and that he 
or his Company Avill not really, at any time, indict any injury on the Canal itself. It 
would be so manifestly against the interests of the shareholders to block the passage 
that, even in the event of Avar between France and England, they Avould not voluntarily 
take a step that must cause so much injury to themselves personally.

Memorandum on the future Administration of the Suez Canal. 

THE events of the past feAV months have shoAvn that the Suez Canal Company 
have it in their power to act Avitli considerable hostile effect against any PoAver using 
the Canal avIioso political designs they may Avish to frustrate, and more especially 
against England. 

The possible case of a Avar betiveen France and England, for instance, might lead 
the Company to block the Canal. 

Inquiry, therefore, is useful, Avhotherit is not desirable to obtain a greater control 
over the management of the Canal cither :— 

L1617] 
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(a.) By obtaining an amount of representation on tbe Council corresponding to 
tbe number of shares held by Her Majesty’s Government, or 

(b.) By obtaining the introduction into the working of the Canal of a number of 
Englishmen who would prevent any hostile acts of the French staff. 

As regards {a), the correspondence on the subject of the representation on the 
Council will be found in the papers marginally noted.* 

The number of Directors (“ Administrateurs”) originally provided by the Statutes of 
tbe Company was thirty-two. That number was reduced by a Resolution of the 
General Meeting of shareholders in 1S71 to twenty-one.f This was done iu conse¬ 
quence of the severance of the coupons of the Khedive’s shares, which were thereby, 
according to the views then expressed, rendered incapable of representation at the 
meetings. These views were expressed by the Company, though not accepted by the 
Khedive and his advisers. When her Majesty’s Government became possessed of 
these shares special arrangements were made, as detailed in the correspondence quoted, 
for the admission of three English Directors into the Board of Direction; Article 21 
of the Statutes being again modified by Resolution of the shareholders so as to increase 
the number of Directors from twenty-one to twenty-four. 

According to the Statutes of the Company, which have received the approval of 
the Khedive and the ratification of the Sultan, no modification can be introduced 
in their provisions but by a general meeting of shareholders approved by the 
Khedive. 

If Her Majesty’s Government should now desire to have an increased number of 
English Directors on the Board, it can be done only in one of the following ways : either 
by excluding some of the present Directors and procuring the election of English 
Directors in their places, or by proposing English candidates when vacancies occur by 
death or resignation, or by obtaining a change in the Statutes re-est aiding the original 
number of Directors, and procuring the election of Englishmen as the additional 
members. 

The attainment of the desired end by any of these means cannot legally be 
effected without the aid of M. dc Lcsseps himself, as will be seen by the foregoing, as 
long as the shares of the Company are held as at present; and even should At . do 
Lcsseps lend his inlluencc to increasing the power of Her Majesty’s Government in 
the Direction, it is not likely that the first of the methods would be possible. The 
present Directors have virtually a life tenure; nominally they are elected for eight 
years and one-eighth go out every year, being immediately re-elected as a matter of 
course. The Directors are all personal friends and adherents, many of them relatives, 
of M. de Lcsseps; they have all, with the exception of the few tilling recent death 
vacancies, stood by him through the dark days of his undertaking, and it is perfectly 
certain that he will not, now that the Canal is nourishing, in any way lend himself to 
their exclusion from the Board. That they will not exclude themselves is equally 
certain for they derive a handsome and increasing income from the fees. 

As regards the presentation of English candidates to fill death or resignation 
vacancies M. de Lcsseps could raise no objection in principle to such a proceeding, but 
lie is not likely to encourage its application, oven if there are English shareholders to 
he found who would seek to be members of a Board of Direction holding its meetings 
in Paris, which is not certain. Moreover, any such persons could only come forward 
as independent candidates and not as nominees of Her Majesty’s Government, and, 
therefore, there would be no security for harmony of action between them and (lie 
English Government Directors. 

As regards the third mode mentioned, that of re-establishing the original 71 umber 
of Directors, as it cannot be done without a vote of a general meeting composed of 
sh.avi holders devoted to M. de Lcsseps, and rather hostile than otherwise to the English 
influence in the Direction, it is absolutely certain that no such vote could he obtained 
in opposition to M. do Lcsseps ; it is very doubtful whet her it could be had even with 
his influence. As to his intlnoncc being in favour of increasing the power of ller 
Majesty’s Government in the Direction, in the present state of irritation of M. do 
Lcsseps and his sons against England, there is not the faintest prospect of his consent¬ 
ing to any proposal of the kind. 

The attainment of the end desired by Her Majesty’s Government cannot, therefore,

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be reached, as long as tlic shares are held as at present, without M. de Lcsseps’ aid. 
The only way in which it can he done is by altering the holding of the shares. Her 
Majesty’s Government can alienate 7G,G02 shares without losing its right to have three 
Directors on the Board of Direction. These shares, divided among 30G persons, would 
secure 3,0G0 votes, which might perhaps secure a majority in one general meeting. At 
a second meeting every effort would doubtless be made to secure the attendance of a 
sufficient number of Frenchmen to outvote flic English, but even in respect of these 
shares w r e must point out that tbe Company contends that they do not confer voting 
power on their holders until ] SDL, and the admission of a representative of Her 
Majesty’s Government at the general meetings was only accepted as a compromise. 
In any ease, however, the creation of faggot votes is not a method to he recommended, 
hut it is the only one by which a decision adverse to M. do Lcsseps can he obtained. 

As regards (b), we entertain a strong opinion that the Company may reasonably 
he expected to employ a certain proportion of Englishmen on the Canal, and we think 
that wc may properly press the matter on M. de Lcsseps and the Directors whenever 
the opportunity presents itself. The appointment of employes rests entirely with the 
Managing Committee, the rates of payment of them must he passed by the Einanco 
Commission, and voted by the Board of Directors ; here again against M. dc Lcsseps 
it would he difficult to carry our point, hut w r e may perhaps he able to obtain bis 
acquiescence in the appointment of a certain number of Englishmen to posts on the 
Canal as due to the number of shares held by England, the obvious convenience of 
such an arrangement in view of the passage of so large a number of English ships 
through the Canal, and the avowed international character of the undertaking. 

Finally, it is submitted that any hostile action of the Company might he neutra¬ 
lized by the exercise of the Khedive’s rights, specially reserved in the Company’s 
Concession and covered by the Sultan’s Finnan, to erect fortifications and to occupy 
strategical positions on the Canal. 

The establishment of forts at Suez, Ismailia, Port Said, and such other points as 
may he selected, would effectively control the Canal Company, especially if held by 
troops on which flic English Government could rely. Recent opeiations have shown 
how easily and effectually a strong squadron can, if required, take possession of the 
Canal and nullify the opposition of the Administration.

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unsigned. Though accepting it as a faithful reproduction of what he commissioned 
his emissaries to say to me, His Majesty contended that it was a personal communica¬ 
tion which lie did not intend should he reduced to writing, and that his word as a 
Sovereign ought to he considered sufficient. I observed that the communication was 
conveyed to me by the Foreign Minister; that upon the faith of its stipulations Her 
Majesty’s Government had made important concessions, and that it was simply to 
prevent future misunderstandings that I asked the Minister to acknowledge that the 
resume I had made of what fell from him was correct. 

If, however. His Majesty objected to the document itself being signed, I was 
ready, [ ? at the risk ; group omitted] of running counter to your Lordship’s specific 
instructions, to accept, in lieu of the Minister’s signature affixed to the Memorandum, 
a letter from his Excellency acknowledging the exactitude of the document, a method 
of procedure, I observed, which was repeatedly resorted to in respect of important 
verbal communications. Even this expedient His Majesty rejected. At last he con¬ 
sented to allow Said Pasha to sign the Memorandum, on condition that the fourth 
paragraph should he transformed into the following phraseology, which was also 
framed by His Majesty’s own hand:— 

[Here commences the proposed paragraph.] 

“As during the Crimean war the Ottoman Commanders acted implicitly in con¬ 
formity with the wishes and counsels of the British Commanders, so in the same 
manner, according to the terms of the present Military Convention, live Commander 
of the Imperial troops sent to Egypt has been instructed to maintain similar friendly 
relations with the Commander of the British forces to the satisfaction of both 
Governments.”

YOUR Excellency will remember that, at a recent stage of the negotiations 
respecting the Convention, the Ottoman Government thought proper to issue an 
arbitrary order prohibiting the dispatch to Egypt of (he mules and horses which certain 
contractors had eolleeb'd at various ports of the Turkish Empire for the use of the 
British army. It, further, throw into prison a large number of drovers and shepherds 
whom other contractors had hired for the purpose of tending the cattle and live stock 
that were destined to provision TTor Majesty's forces. !i even forbade the manufac¬ 
turers who had undertaken to supply some 700 pack-saddles to deliver the order. 

It having been my duty to acquaint my Govcrnmei.t with these untoward circum¬ 
stances, I received, in reply, an intimation that the idea of military co-operation with 
a Power that seemed to he using its utmost endeavours to impede the movements and 
increase the privations of our army was impossible; and T consequently warned your 
Excellency that, if such a line of conduct were persevered in, it would be necessary to 
drop tbc Convention. 

In reply, your Excellency hastened to assure me that the unfriendly acts of which 
I complained should be discontinued; and it gives me pleasure to admit that, after 
some delay, the embargo laid upon the supplies of food and transport for the army was 
raised. Furthermore, your Excellency was pleased to give me a most positive assurance 
that these difficulties should never again recur, and that, on the contrary, the Ottoman 
Executive was ready to proffer every facility and assistance that should be demanded 
for our operations against the common enemy. 

Encouraged b\ these solemn and positive promises, which I hastened to submit to 
the Cabinet of London, and in consideration of further friendly assurances which pro¬ 
ceeded direct from 11 is Imperial Majesty, Lord Gramille authorized me to press 
forward with all dispatch the signature of the Convention, as well as to meet the views 
of the Porte in regard to the substitution of the Suez Canal for Aboukir as a place of 
landing for the Turkish troops, on the condition, however, as 1 have more than ouco 
been careful to remind your Excellency, that the foregoing promises and pledges were 
inviolably maintained. 

It is therefore with the deepest concern that I have now to call your Excellency's 
attention to a gross infraction of them. Her Majesty's Connnander-in-rhief in Egypt 
having occasion for the services of a number of porters to facilitate the transport of 
provisions, some 159 persons were engaged for this service. Your Excellency, on a 
previous occasion, had intimated that, in order to avoid all misunderstandings and 
difficulties, any men whom Her .Majesty’s Government might desire to engage should ho 
engaged with tbc cognizance and through the int'Tveidion of tbc Ottoman authorities. 
In compliance with your request, I instructed Her Majesty’s Agents here to acquaint 
your Excellency and the police uuthoiit'cs with their action. 


Notwithstanding this precaution, I learn Hint a considerable number of Ihe above- 
mentioned porters have been thrown into prison for no other crime than that they had 
expressed a Atiilimrucss to go to Egypt. But this is not all. Last night a servant, 
who has been for the last seven years in the employment of the British Consul-General 
and Judge, Mr. Fawcett, was arrested by the police and thrown into prison, on the pica 
that lie had engaged labourers for the service of the British army, an assertion which 
I have the honour to inform you is entirely devoid of foundation, as until yesterday 
the man had been resident at Thernpia for several weeks. 

_ During the last, few days [ have more than once addressed your Excellency on the 
subject of the imprisonment of these men, both personally, hv letter, and through Sir 
A. Sandisou; and although your Excellency repeatedly assured me that they would ho 
released, they still remain in gaol. Tin* incident is of so grave a character, and my 
instructions arc so explicit not to press forward the negotiations in regard to the Con¬ 
vent ion except on condition of the Forte fulfilling its obligations in Ihe respects to 
which I have already alluded, that I regret to announce to your Excellency that I 
have felt it my duty to refer the matter to my Government, and to await its instruc¬ 
tions. L am willing lo believe that these persistent endeavours on the part of the 
Ottoman Administration to add to our difficulties in Egypt, to impede our operations, 
and, as a consequence, to increase our risks and the loss of life, are contrary to your 
Excellency’s desires and intentions, i our protestations on the subject have made it 
impossible for me to doubt your sincerity. I can only attribute what is happening to 
the evil and perverse counsels of others, who, by the line of conduct they are adopt ing, 
arc incurring the very gravest responsibility, and jeopardizing the best interests of (he 
Turkish Empire. It must he remembered tlmt when a nation is engaged in a severe 
struggle which adds to its taxation and Jills thousands of homes with dread and 
anxiety, it is in no temper to submit patiently to the provocation implied in the aeU I 
have thought it my duty to bring to your Excellency’s notice. For some time past 
public opinion in England lias been filled with suspicions in regard to Ihe real desires 
and intentions of the Ottoman Government. If it finds that that Government, while 
professing a desire to enter into military co-operation with it, is persistently engaged 
in an endeavour to hamper the efforts of our troops by arbitrary acts, which, I iniist 
remind you, are as illegal as they are unfriendly, you must not lie surprised if that co¬ 
operation should be declined.

Ac., 
for our troops in Egypt, 1 have learnt that the men who had been arrested for 
engaging in our service were released this morning, and that Mr. Fawcett's servant, 
who had also been arrested on the plea of reeruiting them, has been set at liberty on 
bail. The person who stood hail for him, lias, however, now boon put into prison.

(Telegraphique.) Constantinople, le 16 September, 18S2. 

VOTBE Excellence n’ignorc pas que, depuis (piclque temps, des negociations se 
poursuivent cut re la Sublime L’ortt' ct l’Amhassade de Sa Majeste Britanniquc pour la 
conclusion d’une Convention Militaire coneeruant l’expeilition de nos troupes en 
Egypte. 

Pendant les pourparlers qui ont eu lieu ii cet egard ct lcs phases qu’a subics 
jusqu’a cc jour cettc question, nous nous sommes eilbrees avee soin il’ecarter tout ee 
<|iii aurait pu ctre dc nature ii creer des obstacles ii I’entente loyale qui s’imposait aux 
Parties Coutractautes. 

Sans pretcndre dcvelopper ici la question dc l’ouvcrture des negociations, je ercis 
devoir me bonier ii donner quclques eclaireissemcuts sur la phase qui s’est produito en 
dernier lieu—eelairci-'M'mi'uts qui veils cdiiieront en tons points sur nos sentiments de 
conciliations et de deference einers le Gouvcrnement de Sa IMajeste Britanniquc, en 
mime temps que Ja prevoyanee ct l’esprit pratique qui nous ont iliete noire ligne de 
conduite dans eette affaire. 

C’est ainsi que nous nous sommes montres dcs plus coulants sur le lieu de 
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debarqucmcnt do nos troupes on Kgypte, qui a etc plus tard fixe commc dcvant so 
laire, moyonnant ccriaincs restrictions, ii Port Saul ot sur certains points dans lo 
Canal, qni dcvront etre designes d’un common accord par les Coimnandants-cn-chef 
des deux amides. Do memc, on ce qui conccrnclesapprovisionnemcntsde nos troupes, 
nous avons desire, on cas dc deterioration ou dc pertc, nous Jburuir auprfcs dcs troupes 
Britanniques moyonnant paiement on nature ou cn espece, ct nous no rcncontrons 
pas jus qua cc jour l’adliesion de l’Ambassade Britannique a cc snjet.

Vous verroz dans le resume dcs instructions qui vont etre donnecs a Dervich 
Pacha, resume dont jc vous transmets ci-apres la traduction, ct qui a etc communique 
a Lord Dufi'erin, combien not re auguste Souvcrain tient ii concilicr les choses et a 
repondre convenablement au desir de l’Anglctcrre.

“ Resume des instructions qui, on rue de repondre agreablcmcnt au desir du 
Gouvcrnomcnt de Sa Majeste Britannique, out etc donnecs a Bervicli Pacha, Com- 
niandant-en-chof des troupes Imperiales qui scront envoyees en Kgypte, et a Baker 
Pacha, son adjoint. 

“1. Les approvisionnoments ct les munitions dcs troupes Ottomanes, dcvant etro 
expedies cn Kgypte, scront transports dc Constantinople, mais, cn cas ou ils scraient 
deteriores ou perdus, soit pendant le trajot, soit dans les depots sur les lieux, 
lc Commandant Britannique fournira, pour assurer les besoins des troupes Imperiales, 
une quant ite sufilsante d'approvisionnements ct dc munitions jusqu’ace quo ccs memos 
trbupos s’en procurent ou qu’il lour en parvienne d’autres moyonnant paiement. 
Cette rourniturc, <pii sera eonsiderec commc une marque d’assistaucc et d’amitie, sera 
soldee outre les deux armecs en especos ou cn nature. 

“ 2. Le Gouvcrnomcnt de Sa Majeste Britannique etant un aneicn ami, les deux 
parties ayant a cauir d’entretenir sur le pied d’unc amitie la plus parfaitc, commc cello 
qui existait pendant la guerre de Crimee, h>s rapports qui doivent avoir lieu entre les 
troupes Ottomanes et cellos de la Grandc-Brctagnc jusqu’au retablissemcnt dc l’ordrc 
on Kgypte, les Commandants respeetifs auront a agir en consequence.

Votre Exeelb'nce doit savoir qne nous venous de declarer ii M. l’Ambassadeur do 
la Graude-Bretagne l’abandon quo nous faisons, pour not re part, du paragraphe dont il 
s’agit par la raison quo eette fois eucore la Convention Militairc n’a pas etc signee, et 
cc pour une autre exigence quo son Excellence Lord Dulfcrin a rcitcru dans la memo 
note et dont il 1‘aisait une condition sine ipul non pour la signature cn question. 

M. l’Ambassadeur de Sa Majeste Britannique a, i'll eifet, tenu ii ce (pic le mot 
" (Stranger ” qui suit ceux de “ intervention militaire,” enonce ii deux rejirises dans 
le corps dc la Proclamation declarant Arabi ri'helle, et quo je vous ai transmis 
deruierenu'iit pour votre gouvi'me, cn soit el inline. 

N’ayant pu saisir le motif do eette demaude, formultSo avec persistance, nous 
avons prid Lord Dufi’erin de vouloir bien nous en (‘xposer les raisons qui, dans sa 
pensee, militaient en favour de la suppression du susdit mot "etranger.” 

8on Excellence nous dit quo, Arabi ayant declare plusieurs fois son horreur ct 


ses sentiments centre tout ec qui etait (Stranger, ee mot reproduit dans une Pro¬ 
clamation olTieiellc du Gouverncment Imperial no mam|uerait pas quo de laisser 
entendre, a tort il est vrai, quo la Sublime Porte semblerait partager ces memos 
sentiments. 

A eela, nous rdpondimes que les termes cnergiques dont s etait servi lc document 
dont il s’agit pour llctrir solennellemcnt les actes d’Arabi, prononcer sa condamnation, 
ct declarer cn particulier l’ancienne amitie de PAngleterre a l’ogard de 1’Empire 
Ottoman, n’etaient certcs pas faits pour nous attribuer une idee aussi subversive. Que, 
d’aillcurs, la suppression du mot susmentionne nc laisserait pas que de toucher ii la 
dignitd du Gouverncment Ottoman et d’etre l’ohjet de toute espece d’interpretation 
jiarmi nos populations en faisant voir cn memo temps que l’intcrvcntion Anglaise en 
Kgypte n’avait pas le caractere d’unc intervention " etrangerc ” proprement dite;

Tel est l’csquise, a la hate, dc ce qui s’est passe tout rcccmment dans les 
negotiations des deux parts. Nous avons le plus sincere desir dc voir nos troupes cote 
ii cote avec eelle d’unc Puissance dont 1’amitie traditionnellc ii notre egard nous est 
ch6rc ct preeieusc ii plus d’un titre. Nous serous toujours heureux dc lui etre agreable 
ct dc nous absteniv ii tout ce qui pourrait, bien involontaircment de notre part, donner 
lieu ii des interpretations par rapport ii nos intentions loyales. 

Nous comptons done sur votre experience consommeo pour faire valoir toutes les 
considerations qui precedent aupres de M. lc Chef du Foreign Office, et pour rametier 
sa Seigneurie ii approuver les instructions dont jc viens de vous entretenir par ma 
presento depechc ct ii engager Lord Dulfcrin a apposer enfin sa signature sur la 
Convention, cn sc contentant nniquement t't sans d’autres additions des assurances qui 
euoncent les instructions dont il s’agit.

I HAVE received this morning the instructions to Dervish Pasha referred to in 
my telegrams Nos. 409 and 110. It is the document which the Sultan desires should 
be substituted for the 2domorandum which was to contain the amended paragraph tLis 
Majesty had himself suggested on Friday night. They are addressed to Den ish 
Paslia, and to General Baker, his Adjoint. The first paragraph declares that the pro¬ 
visions of the Ottoman troops arc to be sent from Constantinople; but if they should 
bo spoiled or lost on the passage, the British Commander is to furnish what may be 
necessary, the cost to he refunded by the Turkish Government. ’Flu' second paragraph 
states that the Government of the Queen being an ancient lricnd of the Turkish 
Empire, and the two parties being desirous of continuing on a footing of the most, 
perfect friendship the relations which ought to exist between their respective troops, 
their several Commanders a\ ill act accordingly. The third, that Arabi being a rebel 
in the eyes of the Ottoman Government, the acts of the above Commanders-in-chief 
ought to have for object the speedy return of calm in Egypt in acting against the said 
Arabi. 

It is needless to observe that the foregoing almost entirely fails to embody the 
substance of the Memorandum. No allusion is made to the restriction of the first 
detachment to 2,000 or 3,000 men, as proposed by Jlis Majesty through his Foreign 
Minister and Uesehid Bey. The promised subordination of the movements of the 
Turkish troops to the wishes of the English General is reduced to an exhortation to a 
mutual spirit of friendliness; and the engagement that the Turkish troops should 
arrive provided with their own commissariat is supplemented by a demand that the 
British General should supply its deficiencies.

The promised subordination of the movements of 
the Ottoman troops to the wishes of the English General is reduced to an exhortation 
to a mutual spirit of friendliness; and the engagement that the Ottoman troops should 
arrive, provided with their own Commissariat, is supplemented by a demand that 
the British Government should supply its deficiencies. No mention whatever is made 
of the paragraph defining the meaning of the term “ se rendront.”

My Lord, San Ildefonso, September 13, 1882. 

THE Marquis do la Vega do Armijo stated to me to-day that he had received the 
day before yesterday a communication from tho Italian Government to the effect that 


having now had from all the Powers official answers returned to them assenting to the 
application they had made for the admission of Spain to the Acte Collectif respecting 
the Suez Canal, they wished to know whether the Spanish Government desired them 
to proceed further. The Minister of State had replied that, the Italian Government 
having taken the initiative in the matter, he left the further conduct of the affair in 
. thmr hands, and I understood his Excellency to say that the Italian Cun eminent had 
thereupon said they would bring the matter forward at the next meeting of the Con¬ 
ference at Constantinople. 

I asked his Excellency what was meant by the Acte Collectif, and whether it 
had a lurther significance than the so-called police of the Canal, in which, as in a 
measure for assisting in putting out a conflagration, vour Lordship fund said we should 
be glad to see all the tenants of the house participating. The Minister of State 
admitted that lie was not in a position to give me an exact definition. What had 
happened was this: that after the Spanish Circular of the 2Jth July had been dis- 
pa tehed, and before the fall of the Prevail let Ministry, the German Government had 
proposed an Aite Collectif for the protection or the"Canal, and had asked France 
whether she would object to the participation of Spain in such an Act. Almost the 
last thing done by M. dc Preycinet before quitting office was to assure the German 
Government that France would gladly see the co-operation of Spain. 

Then, for some reason "which his Excellency did not explain, the initiative in the 
matter had been passed over to the Italian Government, with the result which lie now 
stated, that Italy had obtained the assent of all the Cowers to her proposal that, Spain 
should be invited to join in the Acte Collectif, and that all that was now required was 
the formal acceptance of the proposal by the Conference. 

I asked his Excellency if he was in a position to tell me whether the Italian 
Government had received any more formal adhesion to their proposal than that formu¬ 
lated in your Lordship’s conversation with the Marquis Casa Laiglesia at Maimer on 
the 20th August. His Excellency said he knew no more than what he had told me. 
I observed that as your Lordship had been good enough to keep me an courant of the 
various phases of this question, 1 thought 1 could state, confidentially, that our com¬ 
munications on the subject with tho Italian Government had been limited to 
acquainting them with the verbal reply made by your Lordship to the Circular of the 
21-th July, and that as this reply defined very accurately what, in the opinion of Her 
Majesty’s Government, was meant by the Acte Collectif, I thought it might prevent 
possible misunderstandings to bear this meaning in mind. 

Using a very apt simile, your Lordship had said that when a house was on lire it 
was natural tor the principal tenant to take the initiative in putting the fire out, and 
that lie would in doing so naturally welcome tin' assistance of the other tenants, but, 
to continue the simile beyond the point at which your Lordship had left it, this was a 
totally different thing from instituting an inquiry into the title-deeds of the burning 
tenement, and this was what ller Majesty’s Government had declined to do. Your 
Lordship had added that if at some future time the question of joint deliberation 
respecting matters connected with the Canal should arise, you could not give an 
isolated opinion on the subject of the admission of any Rower or Rowers "to such 
deliberations, but would be glad to communicate with other Governments on the 
subject. As regarded the present moment, the Admiral in command in Egypt would 
receive orders to place himself in friendly communication with the Commanders of any 
Spanish mcn-of-war who might be in those waters. 

1 told his Excellency that I had received no instructions to speak to him respect¬ 
ing these matters, and consequently that what T said had no other ob ject than tho 
personal desire to remove possible misconceptions. 1 was the more anxious to do so 
that 1 could not help apprehending that much misconception did prevail ou the 
subject. It was not only accepted by the entire Spanish press as an incontrovertible 
axiom that Great Rritain was the only Rower in Europe which had opposed itself to 
the legitimate wishes of Spain in this question, but 1 believed that even official Spaniards 
had expressed themselves as under tho impression that the exclusion of Spain was the 
work of Great Rritain. I believed that nothing could be more the reverse of tho 
truth than the belief that Great Rritain was in this matter animated by other than the 
most friendly sentiments towards Spain. The explanations given to the Marquis Casa 
Laiglesia were, ipsissimis verbis, those which had been given to the German Government. 
The language of ller Majesty's Government had been the same to everyone. What 
both Spain and other nations seemed to me to ignore was the fact that we did 
occupy a position different from any other Rower, because we alone had set to work 
to put out the fire. We nere doing this nith all our might, not on our own behalf 
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merely, but on that, of all tbc other tenants. This radical difference between the fire¬ 
men on duty and the crowd of lookers-on attracted by the conflagration dominated the 
whole question and accounted for every difference of view. 

The Marquis de la Vega de Armijo having introduced the subject, I could not 
hut gently warn his Excellency in the manner above described against what, I tear 
may turn out to lie an illusion. Though his Excellency carefully abstained from 
saying anything which could be construed into the belief that he regarded the Italian 
proposition, and its acceptance by Europe, as fulfilling the wish of Spain to be 
admitted into the Conference, T could not but perceive that the extreme vagueness of 
the term Acte Collrctif seemed to have aroused hopes beyond the mere question of a 
police control of the Canal during the period that hostilities lasted. That the admis¬ 
sion of Spain into the European concert, at the least for the question of Egypt, will be 
the light in which this step of Italy will he presented officiously to the public, and will 
be accepted jubilantly by the press, I do not doubt. The inclosed translation of an 
evidently inspired article in this day’s “ Irnpareial” is enough to show this.

“TO-l)A\ r has been received the official answer of the Italian Government, 
accepting, in the name of the Powers, the intervention of Spain in the affairs of the 
Suez Canal.

Efforts have been made for some time with a view to the recognition of the 
claims of Spain to such an intervention, which is no favour conferred upon ns as an 
honour by the Powers, hut is rather a right, with which we are credited. 

As such we should receive it; with pleasure, but without extravagant expressions 
of joy; with gratitude, but without exaggerated feelings. It will always be a matter 
of satisfaction that weak nations should find their powerful neighbours disposed to do 
them justice. 

The intervention of Spain in the affairs of the Canal imposes upon us grave con¬ 
siderations, a constant concern in diplomatic contingencies, and a reserved and prudent 
attitude. Let us beware of becoming dazzled by this intervention and advancing to a 
point beyond the measure of our powers. If the heedless impetuosity of the southern 
character should cause us to pass that limit which is marked out for us by true 
prudence and dignity, and if by such a transgression we should incur the chastisement 
of being slighted and should see the name of Spain compromised in the councils of the 
strong, then indeed should we decry what to-day gives rise to our patriotic rejoicings, 
preferring an honourable and peaceful seclusion to international contention. 

Put we have no desire to embitter this page with gloomy forebodings. The many 
problems involved in the intervention of Spain on the Canal will be treated as they 
arise. 

To-day ive will only call attention to an interesting fact, viz., that the recognition 
by Europe of the capabilities of Spain is the product of peace, labour, and the serious 
and successful reorganization to which the country lias for some years past been 
devoting itself.

IN obedience to the instructions contained in your Lordship’s despatch No. !(i of 
the 20th ultimo, which reached me yesterday, 1 to-day conveyed to Senlior Herpa the 
thanks of Tier Majesty’s Government for the courteous communication made to your 
Lordship by the Portuguese Charge d’Affaires with regard to the readiness of the 
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Port uguescjGovernment to contribute to the security of the Suez Canal in the event 
of this concurrence being considered cither useful or necessary by Her Majesty s 
Government in agreement with the European Powers. 

His Excellency expressed his gratification at the manner in which your Lordship 
bad been good enough to receive the Portuguese communication, and repeated what he 
bad previously said to me (see my despatch No. 08 of the 23rd ultimo) with regard to 
tbc attitude of this country. 

All the Powers had, his Excellency said, received his communication in a friendly 
spirit, except Austria, the Austrian Minister for Eorcign All airs having merely replied 
that lie took note of the matter. 

Senlior Scrpa then called my attention to a Ilavas telegram which appeared in 
the Portuguese nctvspapers to-day; it is dated from Madrid, and states that the Italian 
Government having inquired of the Spanish Government whether they wished Italy 
officially to propose to the Powers that Spain should he represented at the Conference 
which was eventually to meet to deliberate about the Suez Canal, the Spanish Govern¬ 
ment had replied that their wish was to leave to Italy the choice ol the time tor 
making such a communication. The telegram ends by saying that the Italian Govern¬ 
ment would eonequently shortly propose to the Powers that Spain should he admitted 
to the Conference. . . . 

Senlior Scrpa said he was about to instruct the Portuguese Minister in Rome to 
inquire whether there was anv truth in the above statement. . 

I said to his Excellency that of late the Havas telegrams published in the local 
papers respecting Egypt and Egyptian affairs had been so singularly inaccurate that 
little reliance could lie placed on them. _ 

As far as I knew, no proposals had yet been formally put forward with regard to 
tbc future meeting of any Conference with respect to the Suez Canal. Everything 
that had as yet been proposed had reference to the protection of the Canal at the 
present time.

1 HAVE the honour to report that, according to telegrams received from Con¬ 
stantinople, the Turkish troops are to leave forthwith for Egypt, and that there is 
some consternation here at the prospect of their arrival. In fact, persons well 
qualified to judge, owing to their acquaintance with the character and turn of thought 
ot the Arab population, regard Turkish intervention as a most untoward event at the 
present juncture. Their chief apprehension is that Arahi might take advantage of it 
as an excuse to lay down his arms ; by so doing he would increase his reputation in 
the (‘yes td' the Egyptians. He would deny 1 hat he had ever rebelled against flic 
authority of the Sultan, and would declare that, having successfully resisted a foreign 
invasion, and kept the English troops at hay as long as he pleased, he had no hesita¬ 
tion in surrendering the country into the hands of his Sovereign. 

It is the opinion of competent and experienced natives that if the suppression of 
the present rebellion is brought about through the arrival of the Turks, tin; Khedive 
could never hope to regain his authority, and they deprecate our invoking assistance 
in a work which they fully believe we can accomplish by ourselves. Any other 
solution, they say, would leave a smouldering lire of fanaticism, which would blaze 
afresh when wc evacuate the country. They hold that the only chance of a final 
settlement is that the Arabs should see and feel that the rebellion is crushed by us 
without extraneous help, and that, if the Turkish troops are allowed to come, the 
natives will regard the Sultan as victor and ourselves as vanquished. 

I have aho been warned that if the surrender of the rebels is accelerated by the 
presence of 'furbish troops, the Egyptian question will he indefinitely prolonged, and 
I have thought it my duty to inform your Lordship by telegraph of the strong feeling 
existing here upon the subject.

(Translation.) 

EVER) native knows that the Khedive has brought ruin upon the country, first, 
by listening to the advice of the English Representative, and, secondly, by bringing tho 
licet, which opened live on the forts of Alexandria. 

Afler tin 1 destruction of the forts our troops retired from Alexandria to occupy 
strategical points, in order io prevent, the, enemy from advancing into the interior of 
the country, aud to tlx the batle-lield if the enemy did advance. 

The Khedive, instead of returning to Cairo to complete (he military preparations 
and to encourage the troops by his presence, took refuge on hoard the enemy’s licet 
with 1 1 is household, and appointed English judges in Alexandria to ill-treat both Copts 
and Mussulmans. No moreover issued an order to all the provincial Governors to dis¬ 
continue all mHilary preparations, and to dismiss the recruits, because peace was cam- 
eluded. By isMiiug such an order as tliis, the Khedive 1 intended to deliver the country 
to the English without fighting. In consequence of these proceedings a Council oY 
"War was held, composed of the Ulema, officials, patriarchs, rabbis, monks, aud 
Notables, at the Ministry of tie- Interior at Cairo, under the Presidency of the Sub- 
Minister of ilio Interior, at which it was decided to continue the military prepara¬ 
tions and to light in defence of our country, our religion, and our honour; that ihe 
Egyptian troops should occupy all points to repel the enemy ; that it was (he duty of 
all the provincial Governors to do their utmost towards assisting the military prepara¬ 
tions; that the orders emanatin'*; from the Ministry of "War should he obeyed, and that 
the military authorities should look after the administration of the country, inasmuch 
as the Khedive neither wrote nor did anything without the advice of the English, 
under whoso influence he is now. 

Under these circumstances, the troops have been prepared, and have occupied 
Q017] 2 D 
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strategical positions to fulfil tlie duties imposed upon us for tlic defence of our 
country and religion, and to execute the will of the nation. 

As we were on the look-out for an advance of the enemy a skirmish took place 
between us yesterday, and the enemy were defeated, and retreated to Alexandria; this 
confirmed us in our.bclief that the Khedive, by his intrigues, wishes to betray the 
nation. Shortly afterwards the Khedive came to Aboukir in one of the enemy’s ships, 
and posted up on the fortifications a Proclamation acknowledging the power of the 
English and the inability of the Egyptians to resist them, praising their ships and 
civilization, and speaking with contempt of the Egyptian soldiers, wishing thereby to 
discourage them, and to enable the enemy to seize them. The Khedive was at Itamlcli 
on the day of the bombardment, and, on the troops leaving the town, he took refuge 
on hoard one of the ships. He is, therefore, cither a prisoner, and can do nothing hut 
what his masters wish, or can say nothing but what is in favour of the English. 
Under both circumstances, he is only the mouthpiece of the English. I therefore 
enjoin upon every Egyptian, both officers and men, to arrest every person who may 
come to issue Proclamations or deliver any order not emanating from me, because the 
enemy wishes to seize us by means of the intrigues of the Khedive, who sold the 
nation and the country to our bitterest foe. I have reported all his proceedings aud 
the decision of the Council as to the continuance of the military preparations to the 
Sultan, in order that His Majesty may he informed of the ruin brought upon the 
country by the Khedive, and by his readiness to deliver the country to the English 
without fighting, notwithstanding our immense strength. 

I have issued the present Circular in order that every officer, soldier. Governor, 
and Egyptian should he on the alert against the intrigues of the Khedive; and any 
person having in his possession documents emanating from the English is to be 
arrested and brought before the Military Council. I am with the victorious army in 
the field ; we are sacrificing our lives to protect the country from the enemy, and we 
shall not desist until the fleet and the army depart. Until then we shall meet force 
with force, and will not surrender the country as long as there is life in us. 

God can give the victory to whom He pleases.

Sir E. Millet to Earl Granville.—(Received September 20.)

My Lord, Alexandria, September 11, 1SS2. 

IN obedience to instructions from your Lordship, Mr. Cookson transmitted, in his 
despatch No. 123 of the 13th March, Tables showing the number of foreigners in the 
Egyptian Service, and the rates of their salaries; and on the ISth May I had the 
honour to send to your Lordship, in my despatch No. 203, a nominal list of all the 
persons in question. 

When I was in England in the month of July I learnt that these Tables had 
produced the impression that the Egyptian Service was overstocked with foreigners, 
and that the fact that the Egyptian Government had to pay 373,701/. a-year to 1,324 
Europeans was regarded as a grievance which required remedy, and in great measure 
accounted for and justified the cry of “ Egypt for the Egyptians!” 

I was, however, aware that no sound judgment could he formed on this point 
from the lleturns in question, because they dealt only with Europeans, and furnished 
no information as to the number and the salaries of natives in Egyptian employment; 
aud 1 felt that the impression which had been conveyed, if not absolutely untrue, was 
at all events greatly exaggerated. 

I therefore on my return to my post spoke to Mr. Gerald Eitzgerald, Director- 
General of Public Accounts, on the subject, and, at my request, he was good enough 
to undertake to analyze the whole Service in such a m tuner as to show the proportion 
in i umber of foreigners and natives in the service of the Government, and the relative 
amount of their salaries. 

The result is the very valuable lteport by Mr. Eitzgerald of which I have the 
honour to inclose a copy herewith, accompanied by Tables. It has, as your Lordship 
will perceive, been drawn up with the greatest care, and goes into the composition of 
every Department of the Egyptian Administration. 

I have no hesitation in saying that the result will surprise the large majority of 


those who had examined the former Returns (“Egypt Nos 4 and G 18S* ”) as it 
appears tliat the number of foreigners employed in the Egyptian Service forms but a 
° 7 l’. 01 ' ( r ont - , o[ 110 AV ^ 10 ' C number of public servants, and that the a "'"rebate 
of their salaries is not more than 15$ per cent, of the amount paid in salaricTb/the 
Egyptian Government. - 

I will also take this opportunity to say that since November 1879, when I took 
up my duties m Egypt as Her Majesty's Agent and Consul-General, I have not 
obtained from the Egyptian Government a single place for a British subject. Those 
who have come into the Service since that date have done so through the acknowledged 
requirements of the Service, and in consequence of the wishes of the different Heads 
oi Departments. I mention the fact because I believe that the first Returns created 
an impression that undue pressure must have been put upon the Egyptian Government 
to find places for such a large number of persons. This is so far from being the case 
i ii 1!UC ncvcr heard a complaint from members of the successive Governments 
that there are too many foreigners in the Service, though I have received numerous 
complaints that many of those employed do not do the amount of work to bo expected 
of them. It is justly conceived that, as high salaries arc usually given, a full meed 
oL work should he obtained; and there is little doubt that a weeding process might be 
applied to the Service with much advantage, but it should apply equally to the 
foreigner and to the Egyptian.

Report by ]\Ir. Fitzgerald on the Administrations in Egypt. 

IN the Analysis accompanying this note the Administrations in Egypt are divided 
into two classes :— 

Class I. Comprises the Departments of Government. 

Class II. The Administrations created in pursuance of special and International 
Conventions and Agreements. 

Parliamentary Paper “Egypt (No. G) 1882,” shows the establishment of the 
Mixed Tribunals (“ Tribunaux do la Reforme ”) amongst the International Adminis¬ 
trations. It appears to me more appropriate to include it among the Departments of 
Government. The Mixed Tribunals arc a branch of the Ministry of Justice, and aR 
their surplus receipts form a source of revenue for the Government. 

The Analysis gives separately all the public Administrations in Egypt, whether 
Governmental or international. It shows the work devolving upon each Administra¬ 
tion, the number and cost of the establishments, native and European, so far as 
regards Class ], and the special causes which have led to the employment of Europeans 
in the Egyptian Service. 

I regret 1 have not the means of giving similar information as regards the numbers 
employed in the Administrations in Class 2, the registers of the Daira Sanieh and the 
State Domains being in Cairo. 

The figures as regards Class 1 have been extracted from the Estimates of the 
current year, which contain the numbers and salaries of the employes in the service 
of Government on the 1st January. The European employes attached to each 
Department, and their pay, have been taken from the Parliamentary Paper before 
alluded to. 

Three statements avo appended to the Analysis. 

Statement No. 1 shows the number of natives and Europeans in each of the 
Departments of Government, with the aggregate salaries paid to each class of employe. 

It gives the following results:— 

The number of employes is 51,0 U; their aggregate salaries amount to 
£ E. 1,933,399; 52,974 are natives, costing £ E. 1,G 1-8,503, and 1,0G7 Europeans, or 
persons having European protection, drawing .C E. 303,09G. 

Of the total strength, the European employes represent 2 per cent, in number, and. 
15y per cent, in cost. 

But these results would he considerably modified if the following Departments 
were excluded:— 
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The Land Survey, which is a temporary Service recently instituted for surveying* 
and classifying the lands for revenue purposes, and which will disappear when this 
work is completed; 

The Post Office, where necessarily a large staff of European employes are required 
for foreign correspondence with abroad and the interior; and 

The Mixed Tribunals, the judicial and administrative staff of which is for the most 
part, and necessarily, chosen from amongst Europeans. 

Excluding these Administrations, the total number of employes, native and 
European, would be 52,052, whose annual salaries amount to £ E. 1,740,648; 
51,404 of these arc natives, costing £ E. 1,5 IS,332, and 618 Europeans, drawing 
£E. 195,316. 

The per-ccntage is diminished to l£ per cent, in number, and to ll-J- per cent, in 
salaries on the total strength. 

I would here allude to the advantages which Egypt has derived from the intro¬ 
duction of European officials in the service of Government. It is owing to their 
presence and exertions that numerous and very salutary reforms have been executed 
in the public Departments, especially in the Customs, the Railways, and the Octroi 
Department, where not only the current work is done with greater efficiency and 
simplicity, but the receipts have largely increased as compared with the time when 
these Departments were administered by natives. European officials have also, by tbe 
publication of accurate estimates ancl financial statements, succeeded in making 
known the real position of the country and the progress Egypt bad made in material 
prosperity up to a recent date. These publications had directly tended to raise the 
national credit, and to bring the country in fair comparison with well-governed 
countries in Europe. 

Statement No. 2 shows the European employes who entered the service of the 
Egyptian Government before 1877 and those engaged since that date—that is, after 
the nomination of the Controllers of Receipts and Expenditure who preceded the 
admission of European Ministers to tbe Egyptian Cabinet. 

The Controllers in question were nominated by Khedivial Decree of tbe IStb 
November, 1876, but did not commence recruiting their staff until the commence¬ 
ment of 1877. 

Of the 1,067 Europeans in the service of Government at the present time, 
504 were engaged before 1S77 and 563 have entered since that date. Of the latter 
number, the Mixed Tribunals and the Land Survey account for 208, leaving 355 for 
the remaining Government Departments. 

The increased proportion is owing to the considerable extension of the relations of 
Egypt with Europe, to the development of the external commerce, the works under¬ 
taken on the canals of irrigation, and the transfer to Government of the Canal of 
Isina'ilia, which remained in the hands of private contractors up to 1877. These 
increased duties and the improved methods of work necessitated the employment of 
more Europeans in the Ministries of Finance and Public Works, Railways, Telegraphs, 
Ports, Customs, and Post Office. 

Statement No. 3 shows the number of the employes in the Departments of Govern¬ 
ment, with their nationalities. 

At foot of this Statement the employes classed under the general term “English’' 
in the Analysis are specified in the three categories to which they properly belong, 
namely, English-born subjects, Maltese, and English-protected persons. I have not 
the elements at hand to make the same distinction in regard to tbe employes 
belonging to other nationalities; many of such persons have the protection of the 
nationality, but arc not born subjects of the protecting State. 

Of the 210 classed as English, 140 are British-born subjects, 56 are Maltese, and 
44 English-protected persons. 

8 ever.il amongst the English-born subjects woro specially asked for by the 
Government of Egypt for the purpose of introducing reforms in the Administrations; 
others because European mechanical skill is required in the Land Survey, Endways, 
Telegraphs, and Public Works, and a knowledge of European languages in the 
Departments of Public Instruction and .1 ustiee, and for carrying on in tin* Finance, 
Customs, and Post Office the ordinary business of government. 

The English-protected persons are inhabitants of Egypt or Syria whoso parents 
sought the protection of the British Government in order to avoid the local laws and, 
in some eases, local taxation. As protected persons, they were amenable only to the 
English Consular Court, and had the rights of British residents in Egypt. 


Almost all the cmyloyes of this class speak Arabic, their mother tongue, fluently, 
and are equally qualified as other natives to hold posts in the public service.

IN my despatch No. 1021 of this date I have endeavoured to bring before your 
Lordship a general summary of public opinion in Paris at this moment on Egyptian 
affairs. 

On the whole, what is most evident is a desire to make the best of the position, 
and a readiness to accept the inevitable, whatever that may be. 

I am told that a slight increase in acrimony against England is not improbable in 
some portions of the press, including, perhaps, some of the papers inspired by 
M. Gambctta. 

I venture, however, to think that too much importance should not ho attached to 
such language. 

The Paris press, to whichever parly it belongs, is largely dependent on the 
good-will of the haute finance, which desires the success of Great Britain in Egypt, 
and which will prevent the papers going too far. 

Secondly, Prance wants peace, almost at any price. 

Thirdly, she has a lurking conviction that England docs not intend to take any 
unfair advantage of her present weakness. 

Speaking to me this afternoon, M. Deerais said that what M. Duelere would hope 
for would he the restoration, as far as possible, of the status quo ante in Egypt; his 
Excellency, liowuvor, quite recognizes the logic of accomplished facts, and therefore 
what he desires is that Great Britain will so make ■whatever modifications she proposes 
as not to leave any sensation of “soreness” in Prance. Compensation elsewhere 
would induce the Chambers to look with a less prejudicial eve on a diminution of 
Prench inlluencc in Egypt.

I INQUIRED of M. Decrais incidentally this afternoon what he supposed 
M. Duclcrc intended to convey by the word “soon” when he had spoken to me, as 
reported in my despatch No. 1027, Confidential, of yesterday, about the advantage of 
Her Majesty’s Government making an early intimation of their intentions with regard 
to Egypt. 

I reminded M. Decrais that this was not a question the solution of which could 
possibly he arranged in a few days. I trusted, therefore, that the observations of 
M. Duclerc were not intended to convey any intimation of impatience or of doubt as 
to our continued good will towards this country. 

M. Decrais assured me that M. Duclorc’s confidence in Her Majesty’s Government 
was unshaken ; hut his Excellency was keenly alive to the. danger, if the uncertainty 
as to English intentions was much prolonged, that some portions of the Erench press 
would start violent attacks upon England, with a view, chiefly through her, to damage 
this Government, which might evoke replies from the London press, and thus 
inaugurate most regrettable discussions. 

M. Decrais instanced a violent article in the “ Rappel ” of this morning, as 
symptomatic of what might he expected. 

I said I thought our two Governments knew one another too well to pay much 
attention to the violent expressions of the opposition press on either side of the 
Channel; hut I lelt it my duty to beg the Erench Government to have patience, and 
to believe that Her Majesty's Government would make no unnecessary delay in 
communicating their proposals when completed. Her Majesty’s Government have 
given so many proofs of their desire to keep on the best terms with Erance, that 
they have a claim to expect an entire belief in the sincerity also of their good 
intentions at present with regard to Egypt. 

M. Decrais again emphatically disclaimed, on the part of the French Government, 
the least wish to hurry or the smallest disposition to doubt the good intentions of 
England with regard to France. 

I came away with the impression that what M. Duclerc desires is, that there 
should be, as soon as possible, sufficient evidence of our good Avill to check the 
opposition press; but Hint what he especially holds to is, that the Egyptian question 
should he settled, at least in principle, before the Chambers meet again in Novembor. 

I would further venture to observe that, from the manner in which M. Duclerc 
spoke to me yesterday, I think that his hint about the danger of “combinations” 
against England in a Conference was intended to convey the warning that he had 
already been sounded on this subject.

looking round, but, seeing no possible help from within, had placed their hope in 
Europe, and especially in England; that they were anxious to be (extricated as soon 
as possible from their unbearable position, and that a few had even stated that if their 
hopes wore frustrated in all quarters, the population would take upon themselves to 
bring about a change. 

The idea of a movement from the Mussulman population in Turkey, being a 
chimerical speculation entertained only by a very limited number, the Mussulmans in 
Anatolia relied exclusively on the reforms, which they were in hopes to see carried out 
under European pressure. Rut their expectations having been frustrated, they fell 
into deeper discouragement and despair than ever. They came to think that they 
had nothing more to expect from men, and that they could only be redeemed from 
their intolerable condition by heavenly intervention. 

While they were in this depressed state of mind they heard of Arabi, who was 
represented as striving to rcvcndicato the rights of the people and as working miracles. 
They immediately clung to the idea that lie had a divine mission not confined to 
Egypt, but concerning the whole Empire, and all their sympathies were naturally 
enlisted in his favour. 

It was of course to be expected that England, in whom they had especially hoped 
for reforms, and was now instead lighting against the presumed redeemer, should 
excite their ire, and that they should underrate British valour, and accept with 
eagerness all rumours of British reverses in Egypt. 

But the feeling of the Mussulmans here, to which I now beg to call your 
Lordship’s attention, is that, in wishing success to Arabi, they hope that he may 
break the power at Constantinople and establish a new state of things, of which Egypt 
will be the centre. 

They state that the Mussulmans fighting in Egypt are the real good ones, and 
that if any benefit is to accrue to the populations of the Empire, it can only be the 
result of their exertions. 

This feeling, which is still whispered very cautiously, but is, however, sufficiently 
marked not to escape notice, is the natural consequence of the state of minds which I 
had observed in 1880, and justifies my having asserted at that time that the Mussul¬ 
mans in this part of Anatolia consider that there is for them no hope of salvation so 
long as the destinies of the Empire arc in the hands of the reigning Sultan or his 
dynasty, and those of the Baslias who have hitherto been at the head of the public 
affairs. 

This feeling is so strongly rooted in the minds of the Mussulmans here, that I do 
not hesitate to state that any one raising the standard of revolt in Anatolia would be 
hailed with the greatest satisfaction and sympathy; and that whether it be Sheildi 
Oheidullah or any other Chief or private individual is immaterial to the Mussulmans 
here, provided that he may succeed to bring about a change in the present Govern¬ 
ment, which is detested by all the populations.

SINCE forwarding to your Lordship the correspondence which had passed 
between Dervish Pasha and the Porte during the mission of the former in Egypt, a 
series of telegrams and reports from the Marshal to the Secretariat of the Sultan has 
come into my hands. I find that the general tenour of this latter correspondence is in 
sufficient harmony with that which I had previously transmitted to your Lordship as 
to warrant t he conclusion that both sets of documents arc authentic. The only Report 
to which 1 need call your Lordship’s attention is a Report from Dervish Pasha to the 
Sultan, of which I incloso a short abstract.

LAST Friday (September 15) I received a summons from the Saltan to wait 
upon him at 3 o’clock. As the Foreign Minister had already !|ilm-mod iiic tliat re 
was ready to sign the Memorandum, and had long since promised to (limina . 
word “ ctrangcres” from the Proclamation, and as your Lordship had authorized m 
to waive our objections to the other questionable phrases in that document, In ¬

who had examined the Turkish text of the Proclamation, which, I mu) lumuk in 
• passing, has even yet been only communicated to me otficiously. 
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On arriving at Yildiz I was shown into a room where there eventually 
assembled the Grand Vizier; the Minister for Foreign Affairs; Server Pasha, the 
destined Commissioner for Egypt; Dervish Pasha, the Commander-in-chief of the 
Turkish Expeditionary Force; Munir Bey, First Chamberlain and Interpreter; 
Rescind Bey, the Sultan’s Private Secretary; and Artin EIVcndi, flic U rider-Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs. The Sultan was seated in an adjoining apartment, and 
the next eleven successive hours were spent in the delivery of various messages and 
proposals from His Majesty to myself, through the medium of the above-mentioned 
gentlemen. In order, however, that you may have a clear idea of the character of 
these communications, it may be convenient that I should recapitulate the previous 
course of the negotiations. 

Your Lordship will remember that on the 27th ultimo I announced to you by 
telegram that the two Turkish Plenipotentiaries had unreservedly accepted the 
Convenfion, Avitli Aboukir as the landing-place of the Ottoman troops. We had come 
to an agreement in regard to almost all its clauses AA r ithout difficulty. The only point 
Avhich bad given rise to serious argument had been the choice of localities for the 
Turkish disembarkation. The Sultan had indicated Alexandria, Suez, and fort Said; 
avc had suggested Aboukir, Damietta, and Rosetta : but eventually even the divergence 
of opinion upon this head Avas got rid of, and, as above stated, Aboukir Avas agreed to 
by the Ottoman Representatives. They accompanied, however, the announcement of 
their acquiescence in this arrangement by the expression of a hope that the expedi¬ 
tionary force might he allowed to reach Aboukir viA Alexandria. 

I asked Said L’asha Avhethcr this addendum Avas put forward in the shape of a 
condition or of a demand; but he and his colleagues hastened to assure me that it was 
neither a condition nor a demand, but merely the indication of a Avish. Your Lordship 
having informed me that the modification suggested Avould be inconvenient, and that 
the Turkish troops had bettor land at Aboukir, the point already agreed upon, I 
acquainted the Minister for Foreign Affairs with the fact, and on the 29th ultimo 
I received a request from Said Pasha to come to the Porte, for the purpose of verifying 
the exact text of the Convention. This Avas duly done by the Under-Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs in our presence, and the sugggestion being made that the document 
should be initialed, L affixed to it my “paraphe.” To my great surprise, however, the 
Ottoman Plenipotentiaries expressed a desire, before imitating my example, to acquaint 
the Prime Minister and the Council, Avhich happened to he sitting, with what Avas 
being done. Assim Pasha accordingly left, the room. In half-au-hour lie returned, 
and after conferring with his colleagues, Said Pasha and Artin Elfendi both retired. 

On returning after nearly an hour’s absence, the Foreign [Minister informed me 
that his colleagues made a difficulty about his initialing the Convention. 1 expressed 
my regret that a business Avhich it Avas so much for the interest of the Porte to get 
finished should be kept open in this unaccountable manner; and taking a piece of paper, 
I Avrote a short note to his Excellency, informing him that, in the presence of this 
unreasonable interruption in the negotiation, my Government resumed its entire liberty 
of action, llis Excellency, alarmed at the intimation, again left the room, for the 
purpose, as he told me, of making a final appeal to his colleagues. After a delay of 
another hall-hour he reappeared, and informed me that although he Avas unable to 
give me his “paraphe” that (‘veiling, the delay AA r as simply occasioned by the necessity 
of fulfilling a certain formality (by Avhich I understood him to mean the obtaining of 
an Trade); but that if I Avould Avithdraw the note 1 had just Avritten, he was instructed 
to tell me, both on his oavh and his colleagues’ behalf, as well as on behalf of all the 
Ministers, that they pledged their personal Avords of honour that the document Avould 
bo sent to me the next day duly initialed, and Avithout a single Avord in it being 
altered. On receiving this assurance I took back my note. The next day passed 
Avithout my hearing anything from the Porte. In the middle of the folloAving night, 
lioAvever, Said and Assim Pashas appeared at Therapia, but Avithout the Convention. 

After using some deprecatory phrases, they informed me that the affair must be 
still delayed. A Grand Council had been held at the Palace, at which the military 
and naval advisers of His Majesty had represented to him in such strong terms the 
difficulties attending the disembarkation of troops at Aboukir that His Majesty desired 
that a further representation should he made to your Lordship on the subject, and that 
Alexandria should be named as the place of landing. Having received my promise to 
convey the Sultan’s message to your Lordship, the Foreign Minister took his departure, 
but returned at an early hour the next day, accompanied by Rescind Bey, the Sultan’s 
Private Secretary, for the purpose of communicating to me further proposals which 
His Majesty desired to submit Avitli the vieAV of convincing your Lordship of his good 
[iGI*7] 2 L 
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faith and friendly disposition, if only yon would assent to his request about Alexandria. 
These arrangements I have recorded in my telegraphic despatch Ko. 385 of the 
31st ultimo. 

They consisted of the following points:— 

1. That the number of Turkish troops to he sent to Egypt should he limited for 
the present to 2,000 or 3,000 men, as the English Government might desire; 

2. That the Turkish Commander-in-chief should conform to the wishes of the 
English Commander-in-chief in regard to the movements and dispositions of his 
troops, as implicitly as was the case in the Crimean war; and in order that there might 
be no mistake as to the meaning of the phrase, Said Pasha said, “That is to say, if the 
English General wishes a thousand men to he sent here they shall go, or if he wishes 
another thousand to he sent there, they shall go 

3. That Baker Pasha should he named second in command, and “adjoint” to 
Dervish Pasha; that he should have an equal voice in regulating whatever movements 
wore to he combined with those of the British forces; and that he should he at liberty 
to take with him as many English officers as lie desired. Ilis Majesty also undertook 
to enter from henceforth into the most cordial friendship with England, and to 
discharge from about his person all those evil advisors w ho had hitherto stood in the 
way of a good understanding between the Governments. 

On telegraphing the substance of this announcement to your Lordship, I was 
informed that the British Government considered that these protestations on the part 
of the Sultan considerably changed the situation, and removed the painful impression 
created by the unfriendly attitude hitherto adopted by the Turkish Government, not 
merely in laying an embargo on the mules and horses required for the use of the 
British army in Egypt, but in throwing info prison the shepherds and drovers required 
to take care of the live stock destined for its consumption, and confiscating the pack- 
saddles which certain Turkish manufacturers had undertaken to supply; and that, 
consequently, although it was still undesirable that the Turkish troops should land at 
Alexandria, llcr Majesty’s Government was willing that they should disembark in the 
Canal instead of at Aboukir. On receiving this reply, without the loss of a 
moment 1 repaired to the Porte, and informed the Minister that Her Majesty’s 
Government, taking into account the objections raised by the Turkish military and 
naval authorities to Aboukir, as being destitute of a port in which their vessels could 
safely anchor, I was authorized to announce that tin* Turkish expeditionary force 
might proceed to Port Said, and thence into the Canal, provided always that the 
Proclamation which had been already submitted to your Lordship was at once issued, 
with the two small amendments which had been suggested, and that the recent 
proposals volunteered by llis Majesty were duly executed. His Excellency appeared 
very grateful for these concessions on the part of your Lordship, and he asked me 
whether the Sultan’s subsidiary proposals were to he incorporated in the Convention. 
I replied that, as we had no desire to show any want of confidence iu Ilis Majesty's 
good faith, 1 did not think they need he, and that 1 would propose to your Lordship 
that they should ho merely consigned to a Memorandum, to he signed by his 
Excellency as an indication of its contents being a correct resume of the communica¬ 
tion he had made me on behalf of his Sovereign. Before leaving, Said Pasha informed 
me that the Sultan desired to sec me the next day. 

I accordingly repaired to Yildiz Kiosk, where I was most kindly received. I 
found, however, that llis Majesty was under the impression that your Lordship had 
suggested that his hoops should occupy Port Saul and Suez, and in support of this 
apprehension Ilis Majesty banded to Munir Bey, who was acting as interpreter, a 
record -which the Minister had made of what had fallen from me on the previous day. 
I had not seen this document, nor was I in any way hound by it; but fortunately 
there appeared on the face of it that there had been no question between the Minister 
and mo of the Turkish troops disembarking at Port Said, and still less of occupying it, 
the words I had used having been that they were to proceed from Crete to Port Said, 
and from thence into the Canal of Suez. The word “Canal” had escaped Ilis 
Majesty's attention, and he had consequently imagined that Port Said and Suez were 
to he occupied by Turkish troops. Though for a moment chagrined by the explana¬ 
tion, on having the paper again translated to him b^ Munir Bey he at once understood 
how tho misapprehension had arisen. 

I then asked leave to repeat to him what his Ministers and Paschal Bey had said 
to me, iu order to prevent all misunderstandings. Ilis Majesty was pleased to confirm 
their account in all particulars, with the exception that General Baker, instead of 
being nominated second in command, and “ adjoint ” to Derviseh Pasha, should ho 


designated as his Aide-de-camp. On my observing, however, that the term “ Aide- 
de-camp” carried with it in England a totally different signification from that which 
it had in tho Turkish service, and that I trusted Ilis Majesty would maintain His 
intention of nominating General Baker as second in command, and as “adjoint,” he 
graciously replied that the matter should be arranged in accordance with the desires of 
the British Government. 

I then took my leave, with many marks of the Sultan’s friendly disposition, nor 
did it occur to mo that there would he tho slightest difficulty in the prompt 
signature of the Convention. Accordingly, two days afterwards, I was not surprised 
at receiving a message from the Minister for Foreign Affairs that be desired 
to sec me at bis house at Cabal ash for that purpose, nor at finding on my arrival with 
two or three members of the Embassy, whom I had taken with me in order to verify 
the various documents, that Saul Pasha was also surrounded by his Secretaries. 
Before, however, proceeding to the business in hand, in accordance with your 
Lordship’s instructions, I askd his Excellency for the Proclamation. lie informed 
mo, in reply, that it had been published in that morning’s “ Yakit.” This announce¬ 
ment naturally caused me great surprise. The document in question having been the 
subject of negotiation between the two Governments, I concluded, of course, that it 
would have been communicated to the Embassy before it was sent to the papers ; but 
my astonishment became unbounded when it was gradually disclosed to me that the 
Proclamation published in the papers was a totally different document from 1 lie one 
which had been sent to London, and which had so frequently been discussed between 
the Minister and myself. 

On asking for the French translation, Artin EfTendi, the Under-Secretary of 
State, read to me a version which he had just written out, hut which he admitted was 
not quite complete, as it was susceptible of being brought still nearer the original. 
On finding that the new Proclamation differed so materially from the one which it had 
been agreed to issue, I could not help reproaching the Ministers with a breach of 
faith, and with having acted in contravention of all accepted diplomatic usages. I 
added, moreover, that as I was only authorized to sign t lie Convention in consideration 
of the adoption of a particular form of Proclamation every word of which had been 
carefully considered by both Governments, it-would he impossible for me to proceed 
further until this new edition of it had been submitted to your Lordship. I also 
remarked that the words which you had wished to he eliminated were still preserved, 
iu spite of his Excellency having given me a most positive assurance that they should 
he expunged. Said Pasha, against whose wishes I have reason to believe the premature 
publication of the Proclamation had taken place, admitted that the Porte had been 
guilty ol‘ a “ legerete,” hut ho asserted, with some warmth, that there had been no 
intentional had faith. On the contrary, he said, the denunciation of Arabi was 
stronger in the second Proclamation than in the first; and he begged me, if I found 
myself unable to sign the Convention, at all events to initial it. I replied that though 
I must protest most energetically against the course, which had been followed, and 
though i was afraid there were some phrases in the new Proclamation to which your 
Lordship would take exception, I was ready to admit that in its general character it 
was satisfactory. In consideration of this circumstance I was ready to initial the 
Convention. Preparations were consequently made for this purpose, hut it being 
necessary to substitute for the word “ Aboukir ” a phrase which should indicate the 
landing-places for Turkish troops, I suggested that the follow ing form of words should 
he adopted :— 

“ The Ottoman expeditionary force shall enter the Canal and land at such points 
as shall he agreed upon between the Turkish and English Commanders-in-chief.” 

To this phraseology, however, the Turkish Plenipotentiaries objected, and informed 
me that in the Sultan’s Jrade authorizing them to sign, Port Said was specially men¬ 
tioned. In order to meet their views I proposed the following sentence :— 

“The Ottoman troops shall proceed to Port Said (“sc rendrout ”), and thence to 
such points in the Canal as shall he agreed upon between the respective Commanders.” 

This version was eventually accepted ud rtferendum by Said L’asha and his 
colleague, the document was duly initialed by the Representatives of both Govern¬ 
ments in this form, and I left under the impression that at all events, as far as tho 
Convention was concerned, all difficulties had disappeared. The same evening, 
however, the Prime Minister and the Foreign Minister came to Thcrapia to inform 
me that His Majesty had not approved of their proceedings, and desired to have the 
words “ disembark at Port Said” substituted for the words “shall proceed to Port 
Said and thence,” &c. I expressed my regret at this fresh difficulty, which would 
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entail renewed delay, but promised to submit tlie question to your Lordsliip. At the 
same time I informed IXis Highness and bis Excellency that as they wished me to 
communicate what had passed to your Lordship, I must have the liberty of also taking 
the phrase we had adopted in the morning ad referendum. I had been willing to run 
some risks in meeting the views of the Porte in the hopes of settling the matter on 
the spot. As, however, I had failed to do this, they could not expect me to remain 
bound to a compromise which they themselves had rejected. 

In answer to the representations I then conveyed to your Lordship on behalf of 
the Porte, you informed me that Her Majesty’s Government could not consent to the 
substitution of the word “ debarquerout ” for “se rendront.” You further stated that 
the Article should he so framed as to involve no ambiguity, but that, in alluding to 
Port Said, it should be made clear that the Turkish troops were only to go to Port 
Said in order that they might enter the Canal, and not with the view of disembarking 
there, as it might not harmonize with the general plan of the campaign that the 
entire Turkish contingent should remain at that place. I made a communication, 
consequently, to Said Pasha to the above effect, explaining to him that though it Avas 
perfectly reasonable that the Convention should indicate the Canal in general terms 
as the place where the Turkish troops were to go, the exact points of disembarkation 
ought evidently to form the subject matter of a subsequent arrangement between the 
Commaudcrs-in-chief in accordance with the shifting exigencies of what might be the 
military situation at the time of their arrival. 

His Excellency came to me the next day to inform me that the Porte was now 
ready to agree to the phraseology to which they had formerly objected, and would 
adopt the term “ se rendront a Port Said.” At the same time I clearly saw that his 
Excellency intended subsequently to argue that the words “ se rendront ” carried with 
them the right of disembarkation, and 1 frankly told him that there must be no doubt 
about the sense in which the word was used. I reminded him that when Port Said 
was mentioned between us at our first interview, there Avas no question of the troops 
disembarking there. Port Said had been merely incidentally mentioned as a good port 
for the transports to repair to, in contradistinction to the open beach of Aboukir, and 
that I had distinctly told him that they Avere to go on into the Canal; that he himself 
indeed had Avelcomed this idea, as it Avas, lie said, the desire of the Porte that the 
Ottoman forces should proceed at once to the front, and avc had even mentioned 
lsmailia as the place Avherc they might fall into line Avith the British army. 

After some further discussion, I suggested the following compromise, namely, 
that the Article should stand as it had been agreed on bctAvecn us at Cuba lush, and. 
that the Avords “se rendront ” should be maintained as the Porte desired, but that a 
paragraph should be introduced into the Memorandum to the effect that the phrase 
used in the text of Article II should carry Avith it no other meaning than that “the 
Turkish troops should direct their course to Port Said (‘ se dirigerout sur Port Said’) 
in order to enter the Canal.” This method of overcoming the difficulty Avas acquiesced 
in Avith great alacrity by the Turkish Commissioners. 1 then asked Said Pasha if he 
A\ r as ready to sign the Memorandum (which paper I had already communicated to him, 
and in Avhicli at his request I had made certain alterations, Avith the vieAv of bringing 
it into exact conformity Avith his vieAv of Avhat had been settled). His Excellency 
replied in the most distinct and positive manner that he Avas. 

Having submitted the foregoing proposition in regard to the Ilnd Article to your 
Lordship, and it having met Avith your approval, and your Lordship having also 
agreed to the ucav version of the Proclamation, provided always the objectionable 
reference to “ intervention etrang6re ” Avas omitted, I again concluded that all diffi¬ 
culties had been overcome, and anxiously Avaited for an invitation from the Eoreign 
Minister to repair to the Porte to sign the Convention. 

On the 14th instant his Excellency informed me that he was ready, but as I had 
been so often misled, 1 thought it prudent, at the same time that I ordered the launch 
to get up steam to take me to Constantinople, to send !Sir Alfred Saiulison to the 
Porte early in the morning to ascertain Avhelher the Proclamation, as altered, Avas 
ready, and Avhether the Memorandum and the Convention had been also prepared for 
signature. Sir Alfred Sandison did not return the Avhole of that day or the next 
night, but appeared the morning after Avith the information that he could not get any 
positive ansAver from the Minister; that from something Avhicli had fallen from him 
lie imagined there was a desire to introduce alterations into the Memorandum, and 
that llis Majesty the Sultan AAould see me at 3 o’clock the same afternoon. 

On repairing to the Palace, 1 an as shown into a room adjoining the one occupied 
by His Majesty, and, as I have already stated, the next eleven successive hours Avere 


passed m negotiations between nis Majesty and myself, conducted through the medium 
oi the dozen different gentlemen whom I have named. 

The first proposal suggested to me was that the Memorandum should stand, but 
that it should not be signed. It was represented to me that it was a communication 
M a private character conveyed to me by one of His Majesty’s Private Secretaries, 
that it had not been intended that it should be reduced to writing and that His 
Majesty’s Avon! ought to he sufficient and above all suspicion. To this I replied that 
though a i mate Secretary had accompanied the Minister, the gracious message of 
Ills Majesty had been tormally conveyed to me by his Minister for Foreign Affairs ■ 
that it, contained definite and precise proposals which I had transmitted to mv 
Government, and upon the strength of Avhicli your Lordship had made certain 
concessions; that there Avas no question of misdoubting His Majesty's word, which 
uas more than sufficient lor any purpose, hut for my oavii protection it Avas necessary 
that I should assure myself that I had rightly recorded Avlint the Minister had said 
I lie provisions of the Memorandum were to be executed in a distant country by the 
agents of the Porte. These persons might misapprehend the tenor of the orders they 
had received, and misunderstandings might arise which it would he impossible to 
correct on the spot, and Avhicli would entail a reference to Constantinople, Avhicli 
under the circumstances, might be an impossibility. But I added that, in order to 
get over Abe difficulty I would he quite Avilling, in spite of your Lordship’s positive 
instructions to have the Memorandum signed at the same time as the Convention to 
content myself Avith a simple line from Said Pasha to the effect that he had read the 
paper and that it was correct. This expedient did not, lioAvevcr, meet with llis 
Majesty s acquiescence. 

the next alternative transmitted from the adjoining apartment Avas that the sub- 
stanee of the Memorandum should he incorporated Avith Dervish Pasha’s instructions, 
winch should be communicated to me. I at once assented to this proposition, always 
provided that the substance of the one really appeared in the body of the other. After 
the lapse of a considerable time, Avhicli I understood Avas employed in dictatin'' 1 the 
instructions referred to, they were brought to me in Turkish and translated eird voce 
by Munir Bcv. Unfortunately it became at once apparent that they scarcely con¬ 
tained even the shadovv of the Memorandum. No allusion avus made to the state meat 
volunteered by llis Majesty that the first contingent of troops should consist of no 
more than 2,000 or 3,000 men. The interpretation which the Foreign Minister had 
fiimscU desired should be put upon the words “se rendront” in the llnd Article 
oi the Convention was omitted. The subordination of the movements of the 
I urkisli troops to the wishes of the British Commander Avas reduced to a mere exhor¬ 
tation that the forces should cultivate friendly relations, and the clause Avhicli Avas 
introduced by your Lordship's .express direction, requiring the Turkish Government to 
provide their own Commissariat, Avas converted into an obligation upon the British 
Commander-m-chief to furnish Avhatcver provisions might be required by the Turkish 
tioops in case of failure, loss, or miscarriage of their own. Being compelled to decline 
such a document in lieu of the Memorandum, the Sultan expressed a desire to see 
nm; but before repairing to his presence, I ventured to express the hope that His 
Majesty Aiould not require me to enter into any discussion Avith him upon these details 
aa Inch could only he advantageously negotiated between his Ministers and myself. I 
should be only too glad, I said, to be alloAved to give him any explanation in regard to 
the sentiments of my Government, or to take his commands Avith respect to anything 
that lie might Avish to.be transmitted to your Lordship, but that it Avould he most 
painf ul to me to enter into any personal controversy Avith himself. On presenting 
211 j soli ncrore him, I endeavoured to explain to him the real state of the case, and the 
sincere desire which had inspired Her Majesty’s Government to meet his wishes, and 
which, indeed, so far as t hey had been represented by his Ministers, had been certainly 
done; but I said that Avith regard to the changes mnv proposed to he introduced into 
aa hat had been already agreed upon betAveen me and the Eoreign Secretary, and 
sanctioned by my Government, my bands Avere completely bound. On my oAvn 
responsibility I bad repeatedly modified the strict letter of my instructions in a sense 
favourable to His Majesty; but obedience to bis orders, as His Majesty aa'cII kneAv, Avas 
one of the first duties of an Ambassador, and your Lordship’s directions in regard to 
the Memorandum Avere imperative. Before leaving the room, I ventured to make ono 
lurthcr observation, namely, that the march of events had been so rapid as to luiA r o

Peeling that England was acting in the general interests of civilization, order, and 
good government, I have made a point of communicating each step in these nego¬ 
tiations to all the Ambassadors. They arc perfectly aware of the difficulties I have 
had to encounter, and of the extraordinary circumstances which have characterized 
these transactions. It is universally known, on the other hand, that the Turkish 
Ministers arc loud in their acknowledgments of my ceaseless endeavours to hasten 
the signature of the Convention by smoothing- away the endless difficulties that have 
presented themselves. Should any one take the trouble to analyse the obscure, and 
now uninteresting, details of the affair, it will be apparent that each successive delay 
has been occasioned not by any new or unexpected demands made by Her Majesty’s 
Government, but by a desire on the part ot the Sultan to change and modify that 
which bad been already agreed to between bis Ministers and myself. As far back as 
the 20ih ultimo every clause of the Convention was settled and accepted. There was then 
no question nor need of the Memorandum, and I had actually affixed my initial to the 
document when suddenly the Porte desired the modification in reference to Aboukir, 
to which, of course, I was not empowered to agree until after ascertaining your 
Lordship’s wishes. Then, after the Canal had been substituted for Aboukir, came the 
necessity of a further reference to London in regard to the Sultan’s wish that his 
troops should disembark at Port Said. As T have already stated, though there was a, 
momentary misapprehension in the mind of Ilis Majesty upon this point, there had 
been none in that of his Ministers, and during my audience with the Sultan I was 
careful to clear up the mistake, so that, in any event, the misunderstanding which had 
resulted from the misreading by Ilis Majesty of bis own Ministers’ Memorandum only 
existed for a few hours, and was productive neither of delay nor of auy other 
consequence. 

I may mention, in connection with this point, that I believe the real reason why 
the Ottoman authorities suddenly became so anxious to occupy Port Said was that 
Dervish Pasha imagined that a fortress held by some Arabists in its immediate neigh¬ 
bourhood would immediately surrender on bis arrival, and that this circumstance 
would put the Turkish Government in a position to declare that the rebellion would 
have collapsed everywhere throughout Egypt in a similar manner. 

'flic next hitch in the proceedings arose from the substitution for the Proclamation, 
which your Lordship had approved, of another Proclamation, which bad never been 
submitted to you. Almost every day during the preceding three weeks, either per¬ 
sonally or through my Dragoman, I had been pressing for the official communication of 
this document, and each day his Excellency made some fresh excuse for nof letting me 
have it. But though during the interval another Proclamation was being prepared, 
instead of warning me of the change, he sprung it upon me in the way J have 
narrated. Inasmuch as it contained several sentences which \ knew your Lordship 
would consider objectionable, and which indeed you subsequently disallowed, it was of 
course impossible for mo to accept it without a reference home; but, as a proof of my 
anxiety that this necessity should hinder Hie proceedings as little as possible, I again 
initialed the amended text of (lie •Convention. The time gained in this way was, 
however, subsequently lost by the desire of the Sultan to substitute the words 
“ debarqueront a, Port Said” for “so rendront a Port Said.” Of course ilis Majesty 
was at perfect liberty to suggest the change, but it was not our fault if a fresh reference 
was thus entailed. Even with respect to my recent interview at the Palace it is obvious 
that if the Convention remains unsigned to this day, it is because, at the last moment, 
Ilis Majesty persists in repudiating the Memorandum, and in recalling the amendment 
in it which he himself had begged me to submit to your Lordship’s approval. 

In fact I can only reiterate that from first to last I have used every means at my 
disposal to induce the Turkish Government to move quickly and to settle the matter 
out of hand. I told them at the commencement that i had your Lordship’s instruc¬ 
tions to press forward the Convention with all dispatch ; that your private letters as 
well as your public despatches evinced your desire to see that instrument cxcculed ; 
that if we were forced to be so particular in regulating the conditions under which 
the Ottoman troops were to occupy the country, we had been driven to do so by tlie 
ambiguous attitude assumed by the Ottoman Government towards Arabi Pasha, and 
by the hostile tone of their press, which universally alleged the Turkish intervention to 
he directed not against, the rebels but against the English and the foreigner—a mis¬ 
representation which all our Consuls in every part of Asia Minor and Syria reported 
as fanning the llame of religious fanaticism and inspiring everywhere a hatred of the 
English name ; that the foregoing considerations had been still further emphasized by 
the extraordinary conduct of the Porte in increasing the difficulties of our transport 
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ami enhancing tlic privations of our soldiers by intercepting the mules and horses the 
live-stock drovers and muleteers, and the horse furniture which we had puichased ioi 
“of 0 U1 - army; that those chmu^UmooH.tvMah I had ahvays to 

ronresent to your Lordship under the least unLavourable aspect, had, hovc\ci, 
become well known in England through the medium of tlic foreign correspondents at

arrangement; they also consider that all questions as to the admissibility of any claims, 
as well as of the amount to he assessed, should be left entirely to the discretion of the 
Commission. 

The jurisdiction of the Commission over the claims should he exclusive. 

Suggest to Clierif Pasha that if lie objects to the Controllers’ draft he should 
modify his own draft Decree in the above sense, retaining his list of Commissioneis, 
with the addition of a Greek.

I HAVE communicated to (lie Porto, in as conciliatory and friendly language as 
I could frame, the substance of your two telegrams Nos. 589 and 591; and Sir Allred 
Sandison, whom I commissioned to ascertain what was the general effect produced hv 
our suggestion that the dispatch of Turkish troops to Egypt was no longer necessary 
now that all hostilities had ceased, reports that little had been said on the subject, as 
tlu' Ottoman authorities fully expected to receive some such communication from the 
British Government. 

I further learn that, in spite of the policy adopted at the Palace, and the oppo¬ 
sition he has encountered from many of his colleagues, the Prime Minister is still of 
opinion that a friendly understanding with England is desirable, notwithstanding that 
the Convention has been set aside. 
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From otlier sources I learn that, while His Majesty is in a very irritable frame of 
mind, a largo proportion of the official class, including even the military, rejoice in 
the failure of His Majesty’s action and diplomacy, in the hope that it may induce him 
in the future not to take matters of such vital importance for the Empire so entirely 
into his own hands. As matters now stand, they say the wisest course for Turkey 
would he to submit quietly to all that may he proposed in reference to the future 
arrangements called for by circumstances in Egypt.

So much of my time has been taken 
up by the meetings of the Conference, by visits to Constantinople to see the Ministers, 
and by interviews with my colleagues, that of necessity I have been compelled to leave 
almost all the current business to be transacted by the First Secretary, Mr. Wyndliam, 
who has discharged his task with his usual sound judgment and industry, so that I 
have had no occasion for anxiety in relation to any of the matters which passed 
through his hands. 

Your Lordship will have been doubtless very much interested by the secret and 
confidential despatches which passed between Sheikh Aclnned Essad, Dervish Pasha, 
the Palace, and the Prime Minister, and which have thrown so curious a light upon 
the Sultan’s policy in Egypt.

I 1IAYE the honour to inclose herewith copy of a note which 1 have received 
from the Egyptian Minister for Foreign Affairs, transmitting the draft of a proposed 
Decree respecting eases and law-suits for damages between natives and foreigners, and 
between foreigners of different nationalities. . 

It is proposed by this Decree to extend the actual delay in bringing these cases to 
trial, and to allow them to remain in abeyance until the promulgation ot a further 

Decree annulling the present one. _ 

Cherif Pasha, in his note, insists upon the necessity and the urgency of this stop, 
and calls attention to the importance which the Government of the Khedive attaches 
in order to avoid an inconvenient and prejudicial loss of time, to the power being 
reserved to them of annulling the present by a future Decree as soon as such a course 

In recinesting me to submit this proposal to Her Majesty s Government, the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs expresses tho hope that, in view of the urgency oi tho 
occasion, the answer of Her Majesty’s Government may be sent by telegraph.

Memorandum. 

IT is of the highest importance that the Khedive’s Ministers should press on the 
work of establishing native Courts of Justice in which the laAV is fearlessly and equally 
administered. There is a general feeling at the present moment that the first thing to 
do is to constitute a strong Government, and the popular idea of a strong Government 
is one which shall punish acts and even opinions which are adverse to its policy and 
aims. To enable it to do this, all that is wanting is a disciplined and obedient army, 
and a corps of high officials at the different scats of provincial Government, who will 
execute the orders they receive without question and without hesitation. 

There is, indeed, little doubt that, in the present and past condition of Egypt, a 
Government of tin's nature is the only one which can give a sense of security to the 
monied classes, especially to foreigners, whose presence in Egypt is a necessity and a 
benefit. 

Yet such a system in reality possesses no guarantee of durability, and is odious in 
itself. It is the continuation of the system of government which existed under 
Mehemct Ali and under Ismail Pasha. The power which they held is merely trans¬ 
ferred from the Viceroy to the Government. The two Pashas mentioned show its 
efficiency and its vice, and prove its weakness. Under Mehemct Ali, Egypt was raised 
to prosperity and a place among nations. Under the Khedive Ismail, it was nearly 
ruined, and* passed under the tutelage of foreign Powers. Governments are more 
transient than rulers, and for one which may use such a power wisely there will be 
several which will use it badly. The rapidity of’the destruction which an ignorant 
Government, possessing such power, can inflict upon the country has been shown by 
recent events. Yet, until justice is administered in Egypt as it is administered in 
Europe, there is no escape from this system. 

Those who say that the Egyptians can only he ruled with a hard hand, and there¬ 
fore advocate such a mode of government, forget that there is no harder hand than 
that of justice itself, and that it is the want of the stern and immutable arm of the law 
which allows crime, fraud, and sedition to flourish. 

Vet there is absolutely no hope that justice will be administered as long as the 
Judges are not independent. They cannot he independent as long as they arc not safe 
and fearless; and though it may be possible to make an Egyptian Judge sate, those 
who know the race will all agree that education and tradition vender it well nigh 
impossible for him to be fearless. A long system of forced dependence on the caprice 
of those in power, if continued for generation upon generation, stamps the general 
mind. It is not in human nature suddenly to throw off a fear which, though circum¬ 
stances justifying it have ceased, has been a part of education from childhood. It may 
be that in a few years hence Egyptians will be found who have broken these bonds, 
and who are capable of administering justice as the law prescribes. There are such at 
the present moment, though not of sufficient standing or experience at once to bo 
intrusted alone with the office of Judges; but they may be trained to it by having at 
their side men who have learnt the duties and the dignity of the office in countries 
where the proper administration of justice is already recognized as the only sure 
guarantee of the liberties of the people and the freedom of the nation. 

Until the Egyptian Government is convinced of this fact, and will establish Courts 
in which foreign Judges sit side by side with nati\e Judges to insist upon the same 
meed of justice being dealt to the rich and the poor, without hope of favour or appre¬ 
hension of disgrace, there can be no prospect of a durable or a tolerable form o! 
government existing in Egypt. Until this is done, all financial reforms, all adminis¬ 


trative reforms, all military reforms, will be of no avail; they will not render the 
future in the slightest degree more secure than the past for any ‘length of time worthy 
of consideration in the history of a nation; it will be simply buildhm for ever on 
foundations of sand. ' "

I RECEIVED yesterday afternoon a copy of the accompanying Decree, which, 
I was informed, had been signed by the Khedive, and was to be immediately 
published. 

The first Article states that the army is disbanded (“ dissouto”); the second, that 
officers of every rank guilty of the crime of rebellion would ho prosecuted and 
sentenced according to law. 

It appeared to me that there were many reasons rendering the second Article very 
unadvisable, and, therefore, having sent a message to the Palace to ask that the 
publication of the Decree might be delayed, I went to Cherif Pasha and explained to his 
Excellency my reasons for desiring that, the Article should be cancelled. I said that it 
would not be possible for the Government, even if it were desirable, to prosecute the 
3,000 officers who had been guilty of the crime of rebellion, and that I felt convinced 
that the Government could not have intended to take such a step, as it necessitated, in 
the first place, the arrest of the officers, which it was out of the power of the Govern¬ 
ment to effect. 1 remarked also that the disbandment of the army required a Decree, 
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but that the pursuit of criminals was a part of the administrative duty of a Govern¬ 
ment and required no Decree. I also took the opportunity to urge upon his 
Excellency that it was the duty of the Government io withstand the popular clamour 
for vengeance, and that I particularly counted upon his Excellency, knowing him as I 
did, to stand in the breach between those who were guilty and those who cried for their 


destruction. . . , . „ , , . , , ,, .. „ 

Cherif Pasha said that I was right m judging that lie leant to the side ot 
clemency. With regard to the Decree, lie said that the Drench translation did not 
represent the Arabic original properly; that it had not been the intention of the 
Government to arrest or even try all officers; that at all events, although the Deciee 
had hecn signed it could he cancelled, and he would consult his colleagues m the 

morning. , . ,, ... ... 

To-day I have seen Cherif Pasha and ltiaz Pasha again on the subject, and they 
have told mo that on further consideration, they have decided to suppress the second 
Article entirely.

I hold to those of my colleagues, who inquire of mo whether any communications 
have yet taken place between Her Majesty’s Government and that of Prance with 
regard to the future organization in Egypt, and whether Prance is not jealous of our 
present action in that country. 

It is to the effect, that, as far as I am aware, the Prcncli Government has not 
displayed any jealousy, or made any premature inquiries ; that Prance seems to have 
confidence in the honesty of Her Majesty’s Government, and their continued good 
will towards her; that the action of M. Duclcrc has been so friendly and so correct 
throughout, that there is every reason to expect that, when the moment comes tor 
discussion of the future, the same harmonious understanding which prevented mischief 
between the two countries arising as a consequence of M. de Lcsscps’ intemperate 
action on the Canal will equally lead to a satisfactory settlement of the whole 
Egyptian question; that, while Prance knows that England has no wish or 
intention to annex Egypt, she equally realizes that some change is inevitable as a 
consequence of our successes; and she recognizes, I presume, that England can never 
allow her interests on the Canal to be again exposed lo the dangers from which they 
on this occasion so narrowly escaped.

But, 
in addition, there were material difficulties of a more serious character lie military 
resources of Italv were adequate tor the protection ol her interests, or lor the support 
of her allies on the Continent if occasion arose; but the transport and othci 
necessaries for an expedition to Africa were at the time deficient. 1 uc Italian Govern¬ 
ment had, however, proceeded to a complete examination of the requirements loi 
equipping and sending 20,000 or 25,000 men, and they would have been disposed to 
oiler their support and assistance if any difficulty had arisen, or it the British aim.-, had 

^Happily) ^General Mcnabrca continued, this contingency had been completely 
put out of the question, and there was no longer any occasion tor such an oiler.

WITH reference to your Memorandum of the 14th September, and Admiralty 
letter of the 1st instant,'l have the honour to submit the following Report on the 
unfortunate wounding, by sonic of our outer line of sentries at llas-el- Lin, of tliico 
stablemen in the emplov of His Highness the Khedive. 

2. On the night in question I was at the front at Moharrem Bay, m expectation 
of an attach in force by the enemy, under Arabi Pasha, and had only lelt just 
sufficient men at Bas-el-Tiu 1o provide the sentries and main guard, toi c\ eiy man that 
eouhl be spared Avas required at the front. A large body of Bedouins aacic knoun to 
be close to us at Moharrem Bay, and a rising of the Arab population in the city was 
anticipated in conjunction with the attack by Arabi. I should also mention that on 
the previous uitjht an attempt had hceii made to set fire to the lalacc at lvas-cl-J.in. 
Under these circumstances, I had left special directions that the utmost vigilance 
should be exercised, and none allowed to pass our line ol sentries after sunset. The 
interpreters and Khedive’s officers had notice of these orders, and were requested to 
make them known to all connected Avith the Palace. 

[ have already reported to you in a previous letter (Proceedings of A aval 
Brigade) this particular incident of the Avounding of the stablemen, and the circum¬ 
stances under Avhieh it had occurred. I inclose a copy ol that portion ot my Lepoit, 
and be- to add further details. The outlying sentries hailed these men lour times 
before firing; they did not stop; the night was very dark, and I think the sentries 
AA*erc quite justified, under the circumstances, in firing on them, for it was impossible 
for them to tell Iioav manv men Avcre behind them. I may remark here that on the 
following night a party of Arabs were surprised by our patrol near the same place, in 
a small house near the stables, in the act of carrying oil' Remington rifles and small- 
arm luumunit iou, "which wo found had hccii concealed there. f lhc officer of the out- 
lvim- picket and the Lieutenant of the Guard instantly turned out with a company of 
blue-jackets on the shots being fired, and carefully searched for the Arabs tired at, but 
found no trace of them; and as our sentries Avcre on the exact spot which these men 
occupied Avithin a 1‘cav seconds of firing at them, I think llis Highness Avas mis¬ 
informed as regards a man being killed. Commander Maude, avIio was in temporary 
command of the Kas-d-Tin ganison, only heard next morning of two men being 

slightly Avounded. , ^ . , r i

( EXt TIIE ni"'ht Avas dark, and an attack Avas expected. Our force Avas small, and not 
able to hold an extended line. The men had orders to allow nobody to pass towards 
the Palace, as once through our line they would be at liberty (as avc had no second 
line) to go where they liked. As perhaps the safety of His Highness the Khedive 
depended on these orders being carried out, I consider that the sentries, av ho had no 
experience of the ground, acted to the best of their judgment, though, from what is 
known uoav, it resulted in such serious consequences to innocent individuals. 


Captain Fisher to Admiral Sir B. Seymour. 


(Extract.) September 8, 1882. 

THE Khedive had returned to the Ras-el-Tin Palace after the bombardment, 
escorted by a few hundred Egyptian soldiers Avho had formed his guard at llamleli; 
but it AA-as considered desirable, owing to the smallness of our force, that these men 
should be disarmed and quartered outside our lines, and, Avitli the approval of the 
Khedive, I he garrison at Ras-el-Tin A\ r as provided entirely by the Naval Brigade. The 
large number of people (never less than 1,250) living in the Palace and its precincts 
Avas always a cause for anxiety, and it Avas difficult to muster them for examination 
•without interfering with the household arrangements of the Khedive. The discovery 
of a large quantity of rifles and small-arm ammunition, secreted near the Palace 
stables, and the frequent reports of intended attempts on the life of the Khedive, made 
the duty of the small garrison at Ras-el-Tin A'ery harassing. 

One ineffectual attempt aaiis made to set fire to the Palace, but the incendiary Avas 
seen, pursued, and fired at, but, though Avounded, he managed to effect his escape in 
the darkness of the night. Three of the Khedive's stablemen AA r ere, unfortunately, 
Avounded by our outlying sentries Avhilst endeavouring to pass through our lines at 
night, and not halting Aviien ordered.

I HAVE inf ormed you by telegraph that I approve your proposal, that Sir Charles 
Wilson should be present at the court-martial on the prisoners concerned in the recent 
insurrection, in order to "watch the proceedings on behalf of Her Majesty s 
Government. 

Her Majesty’s Government do not desire to take any step in regard to these trials 
which might have a tendency, real or apparent, to supersede the authority of the 
Khedive, nor would they wish that English officers should sit among the Judges, and 
so assume a share of the responsibility for the sentences of the Court. They desire to 
limit their action to assuring themselves that the prisoners have a fair trial, and that 
no improper or unjust restrictions are placed on the defence. They reserve to them¬ 
selves, however, the right of appealing to the Khedive’s humanity of disposition to 
exercise his prerogative of mercy in any cases where the full execution of the sentence 
may appear to them to entail unnecessaiy severity.

I HAVE received a letter from Mr. Wilfred Blunt, dated the 22nd instant, 
inclosing an open letter for Arabi, which he requests me to forward. In it lie states 
that he has resolved to come to Egypt, to help him with his evidence, and to bring an 
English advocate to conduct his defence. Am I to have this letter delivered ? 

The Egyptian Government will not allow Mr. Blunt to land in Egypt. If 
prevented, he will appeal to me. Unless I receive instructions to the contrary from 
your Lordship, I shall not interfere in his behalf. 

If Mr. Blunt comes here secretly, and is discovered, ho will be arrested. In that 
caso, unless instructed by your Lordship to the contrary, I should not exact his 
release, but should insist upon his being scut out of the country. 

With regard to counsel for the defence, the pleadings will be in Arabic, and the 
Egyptian Government will not allow defence in any other language.

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship that I received to-day a letter, 
dated the 22nd instant, from Mr. Wilfred Blunt, inclosing one under flying seal 
for Arabi, which he requests me to forward. In his letter to Arabi, Mr. Blunt informs 
him of his resolve to come to Cairo to assist him with his evidence, and that he would 
bring out an English barrister to conduct his defence. 

I therefore beg that your Lordship will instruct me as to whether I should cause 
this letter to be delivered. 

The Egyptian Government will not allow Mr. Blunt to laud in Egypt, and I have 
no doubt that lie will appeal to me if prevented; but I shall not interfere on his behalf 
unless I am instructed by your Lordship to do so. 

If Mr. Blunt enters the country clandestinely, and is discovered by the Govern¬ 
ment, lie will be arrested. In that caso I shall not demand his release unless 
instructed to the contrary by your Lordship, but I would insist upon his being sent 
out of the country. 

With regard to Mr. Blunt’s intention to bring out a lawyer for the defence 
of Arabi, I have the honour to state that the proceedings will be conducted in Arabic, 
and the Egyptian Government will not allow pleadings in any other language.
